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The World Jewish Conference. 


Tue Conference for the Relief of German Jewry has come 
and gone, with a business-like observance of its tiune-table 
which is wholly commendable. tt was unique in modern Jewish 
lustory. It brought together Jews of many and widely-distant 
countries, - Men of diverse nationality and outlook, individuals 
of yarying convictions and social status, and representatives of 
organisations democratic and undemocratic met for the first 
time round a table and endeavoured to reach agreement on a 
common urgent task. This sahent fact has to be borne in mind 
in endeavouring to form an estimate of the resalts achieved. 

If we are wise we shall try and assess them itm a sober 
spirit and not let our enthusiasm run off with our judgment. 


What gains have the delegates taken away from the Conference ? ° 


Certain of them-——and thev.are uot the least important-——leap to 
ihe eyes. Practical experiences have been exchanged; know- 
ledge has been pooled, and contacts have been established 
which must be infinitely more valuable than messages 
passing across miles of ocean, In addition, let us hope, the 
sense of Jewish solidarity has been irtensified, and a fecling 
of comradeship created in a battle which has perhaps onl) 
opened. In the practical domain, again, considerable agrec- 
ment seems to have been attained. Plans have -been made on 
the subject of the emigration of German Jews, and a permanent 
Commission is to be set up to handle the question. All expendi- 
lure of funds raised through the efforts of the Conference and 
allocated to migration are, we gather, to be placed im the hands 
of. this body. Proposals in relation to rehef work outside 
Germany have been accepted, involving such measures as Loan 
Societies for the commercial and industrial Classes, the occupa- 
tional re-distribution and rve-fraining of young emigrants and 
their direction into productive pursuits, and the rescue of 
children from the German inferno and their transference else- 
where, And, in what is perhaps the most difficult and 
controversial - branch of the work—reconstruction within 
Germany—suggestions have been adopted looking to the 
preservation of existing Jewish schools and the provision of 
wdditions to their number, as well as the granting of 
assistance to philanthropic and religious institutions, while 
financial support is also proposed for the extension of loan 
societies and for the vocational training and re-training of 
young men and women. At ‘the ‘same time, resolutions have 
been passed ‘setting forth a comprehensive scheme of activities 


in Palestine (to which pre-eminence is given as a haven for 
refugees) and pledging the vepresented Communities to 
co-operate with the High Commissioner, who is to be asked 
to take immediate steps to regularise the position of the State- 
less, Efforts, also indicated, to secure the elementary right of 
eimgrants to take their possessions with them into their new 
land of settlement, will be regarded by all reasonable men as 
common justice; and the suggestion of a liaison office to keey 
the organisations in different countries in touch, though it 
smacks of duplication, also has useful possibilities, In the main. 
these schemes aim at reconstructive work, and with that pase 
there will be general agreement, 

1! is when Ve Come La the question of co-ordination 
that the success of the Conference seems less solid. and it would 
he foolish to blind ourselves Lo that fact, The ideal arrangement! 
would have been the setting up of a fully representative Central 
Committee, or General Staff, in whose hands would have been 
concentrated all-the founds raised and to which would have been 
entrusted the allocation of the money to the various countries 
agreed PULP This would have given lis iti effective 
mstrument and rid us of the dange r of duphcated eliort and 
expenditure, li would probably be found that such a

sul the scheme, unfortunately, whatever the reasons. met with 
determined opposition from the outsét. and isolationist. ten 
dencies manifested themselves, particularly in the matter of 
finance —-the human desire to do what one wishes with one’s 
own money. The upshot is that a plan has been evolved unde 
which a General Advisory Couneil for Relief and Reconstruction 
will be formed. with an KBxecutive Committee functioning in 
London. This latter body would have the task ol sludving mie 
elaborating all suitable proposals for the alleviation of German 
Jewish conditions. and would be, in fact. a sort of sub- 
stitute for the body referred to above. But.(1) if is by neo 
medus certain that every one of the important bodies invited te 
man the Committee will consent to do so: and (2) the funds 
to be raised by the forthceming appeal are not to be given to i 
for allocation. The local Committee in every country is to have 
the richt to band over to the Executive Committee any, all, 
or, apparently, none of the money it collects: for the fund, and 
Lo spend iis resources as it pleases, subject to consultation 
with the Committee, It will be seen that this falls very short 
of real full-blooded co-operation, and, in that measure, one of 
the major purposes of the Conference has, so far, not been 
achieved. Hi is not cven certain, in fact, that there will 
he a united appeal of all Jewish bodies in every country. We 
regret the position in wlich the question of co-ordination has thus 
been left. Only a purblind complacency could regard it with 
satisfaction, for it shows that even a Jewry facing the enemy 
can think of dividing up its munitions and allowing ils com- 
ponent clements to retire to different sectors to fire them off, 
each party in inglorious independence of the rest of the line. 
ft is a quaint and not very helpful, if characteristic, conception 
of military tactics, and it is not warfare of the kind to give the 
Nazis many sleepless nights. Yet there are knaves and fools 
who profess to tremble at the bogey of Jewish ~ inter. 
nationalism’! The one chance is that the Executive Committee, 
by reason of its important affillations, will nevertheless be 
able te attract funds for its plans. And the best that can be 
said fer the present arrangement is that it.is not the 
last word in the matter, but only a tentative proposal, or 
a groping towards a better scheme than was to be expected 
from the four-days deliberations of a highly composite 
body which had not yet acquived the give-and-lake Con- 
ference habit. In large, as in small, matters, Jews have 
still not yet acquired, in full force, the team spirit, but 
under the stress of the present dire emergency we may surely 
hope that this will develop, and that the first steps towards 
union, now taken, will evolve into something more satisfying 
and reasonable. The knowledge that this is happening 
would be an assurance to the Jewish masses that sec- 
fionalism is bowing to imperious need, and the best 
stimulus of all to the appeal that is to be launched. Now, 
as ever, the call is for unity——whole-hearted and unflinching. 
Let us pool all we have, in ability, energy and resources, to 
confront the most desperate situation that has arisen this 
many a weary vear. For once, let it go forth to friend and foe 
that Jewry is a united band of brothers in meeting an unparal- 
leled emergency. That that consummation will be reached, 
and that the incipient harmony of the Conference will soon 
grew to a complete and flawless fellowship, we cannot doubt, as 
we do not doubt the true heart of our people, 
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Jewry: Week by Week. 


The Arab disturbances in Palestine have not, so far, been directed 
this time against Jews but against the Mandatory Power. With the 
political immaturity and fecklessness characteristic of the leaders, 
it has been deemed good tactics to endeavour either to intimidate 
the British authorities, or to impress the outside world with the 
determination of the firebrands by staging a wanton attack on the 
local police. We deplore these foolish tactics, so discouraging to 
those who have cherished, and still cherish, the hope of sane Arab- 
Jewish co-operation in the upbuilding of the country. And we pro- 
foundly regret what we are justified in believing will be only a passing 
dis'urbance of Palestine’s growing prosperity. The situation has 
been handled by those onthe spot with resolution, and there can ba 
nothing but praise for the forbearance, efficiency and devotion to 
duty of all sections of the police. At the same time, one is compelled 
to ask whether the outbreaks could not have been averted if the 
authorities. had adopted a sterner attitude towards the violent 
incitements of the local Arab Press. These newspapers, as ‘the 
Jerusalem correspondent of THe JEWISH CHRONICLE pointed ont 
last week, have, for some time, been filled with the most virulent 
}ropaganda and the wildest gossip, and official warnings were 
without effect. Itis at least possible that had more determined action, 
such asthe French have taken in Damascus, been resorted to betimes 
nuvainst this inflaming of the Arab mind. or had official denials of news- 
paper canards been published, the country might either have been 
spared the riots or the disturbances might have proved less serious, 
We bave no desire to be unduly censorious towards those placed in 
charge in difficult and trying conditions, but we venture to suggest 
that the peace of the country would: be cheaply purchased at the 
cost of a little less indulgence towards the wild vapourings of 
malicious agitators. In their reckless. determination to provoke 
trouble, the Arab Executive have shown an atter indifference 
nike to the facts and to the consequences of their 


action. As THe Times has truly remarked, “that their 
methods are likely to promote inter-racial hatred and violence 
matters nothing to them. If any Jews are murdered, they 
must have deserved it; if policemen are killed, it is an 


unfortunate accident; if any of the ignorant and inflammable 
followers are slain, they are. martyrs; and capital is made out of 
them deaths by means of world-wide appeals to Moslem hearts. and 
purses.’ We cannot think that the cause of either Arab or Jew is 
mivanced by weakness towards men moved by such sentiments, and 
if they and their press-myrmidons had been laid by the heels 
the moment that they determined to ignore the ban on. their 
processions, order im Palestine would not hay® been the loser.: We 
are glad that the message of the Colonial Secretary, on the occasion 
of the opening of the Haifa Harbour last Tuesday, made clear the 
lirm intention of the British Government thoroughly .to discharge 
ifs paramount duty to maintain law and order, 


THE TRUTH. 

If, as we are to suppose, the riots were intended as a protest 
against the immigration into Palestine of Jews—and particularly of 
(rerman Jews-—then they possess no basis in fact or reason. The 
local Government has kept a very tight hold—an unduly tight hold, 
us we protested last week—on Jewish immigration. To the Jewish 
Agency's request for 24,000 immigration certificates for the coming 

six months it has replied by allotting less than a quarter of the 
number. Of the 600,000 German Jews suffering under grievous 
wrong, only 6,500—a negligible proportion—have found refuge 
in Palestine. Some of these have taken their capital with 
them, and this will, in due course, fructify, to the advantage 
of both the Arab and the Jew. There may be something 
in these figures to cause heart-burning to Jews, but there is nothing 
in them to justify the Arabs in breaking out into lawlessness, and 
we have every right to believe that, without the incitement of the 
leaders, the disturbances would not have occurred. Jewish immi- 
gration into Palestine has been less, and not more, than economic 
conditions demanded. Enterprises are held up and capital accumu- 
lates idly in the banks, owing tothe shortage of labour. To the extent 
in which Jewish labour and capital have been allowed freely to 
move, the Arab population is greatly benefited. As Dr. Weizmann 
told the Jewish Conference last Sunday, not only has .it not 
diminished, but it has actually increased more rapidly than in any 
other period in history, and the greatest increase has occurred in the 
areas in the vicinity of the Jewish colonies’and settlements. Jewish 
settlers have created a prosperity unique in the world to-day, and 
are filling many Arab stomachs. Only a purblind fanaticism could 
find in this a cause for fomenting inter-racial strife. Jews every- 
where, despite obstruction and discouragement, share Dr. Weiz- 
mann’s hope that the Arab people, ignoring the attempts to mislead 
them, will ultimately come to an understanding of the upbuilding 
that is taking place to the common good of both peoples. That hope 
has been expressed by the Zionists in Congress again and again, and 
it will not be lightly abandoned. But we must, with Dr. Weizmann, 
reiterate that Jews go to Palestine of right and not on sufferance;

Refugees Create Work. ds 

We direct the attention of those who are inclined to criticise, 
on patriotic grounds, the arrival of some German refugees mm this 
country, to the interview with the Chairman of the Refugees’ Com- 
mittee (Mr. Otto Schiff), published in this issue. The facts therein 
stated, show conclusively not only that there is nothing in the present 
small influx to justify any talk of the bread being taken out of the 
mouths of British workers, but that the very contrary is the case. 
Mr. Schiff asserts with full knowledge of the facts, that thousands 
of British unemployed will be absorbed as the result of the establish- 
ment of factories and other enterprises by Jewish manufacturers 
from Germany. Upwards of twenty permits have been granted 
them by the Board of Trade through the Refugees’ Committee alone, 
and very many more through direct application to the Department. 
What is more, these enterprises will in no way clash with existing 
British interests. They will simply open new sources of business 
activity in this country. Moreover, a great deal of the export trade 
hitherto held by Germany will now pass into British hands, as a 
consequence of the arrival of a number of agents who have found 
life intolerable in the land of their birth. It is Mr. Schiff's firm 
conviction that every German Jew who has been absorbed here so 
far will prove an asset to the country. In all this, history is bué 
repeating itself. The persecutor’s loss is the humane mans gain, 
Justice and svinpathy pay best in the long run! 


Catholics and the German Jews. 
We deeply appreciate the kindly references of the CATHOLIC 
HERALD to our recent article on the sufferings of the Jewish school- 


children in Germany. “Our whole-hearted sympathy,” it says, 


“goes out to those whose case is so eloquently presented by THE 
JEWISH CHRONICLE,” and its verdict on the statements we made in 


the article is that they point to “a most lamentable, indeed horrify- 
it is good that the facts about the children’s 
inferno, in the Reich for which the Anglican Bishop of Gloucester 
ean find so much to say, should evoke this feeling of repulsion 
in our contemporary, and there is not a Jew anywhere who 
will not thank the CaTHoLic HerALp with profound sincerity 
for its fine gesture and hope that its re-action to Nazi inhumanity 
will be seen in many other quarters. But our contemporary goes 
on to complain that Jews, in their turn, bave not spoken out against 
the oppression of Catholics, and are even participators in it. It is 
«% complaint which it has, before now, mate on more than one 
occasion ; but we are compelled to say that we have never seen any 
concrete evidence of Jewish persecution of Catholics in such 
countries as Spain and Mexico. Onthe contrary, the small numbers 
and the poverty of the Jews in both these countries, to say nothing 
of the ill-feeling against which they have themselves to be on their 
guard, hardly conform to any picture of them as active persecutors. 
Nor can we recall the name of a single Jew whois prominent in the 
affairs of either country. 


If Catholicism has suffered under the Soviet regime in Russia, 
it has suffered in common with all religious creeds and, not least, 
Judaism itself, and if any Jews have borne a hand in the oppression, 
then surely they have done so not as Jews but as men who have 
discarded every shred and vestige of their Jewish faith. Indeed, 
Jews have not been slow to protest against the Bolshevist attacks 
on religion—all religions, including Catholicism—and = we 
may again call to our contemporary’s attention the fact 
that not long ago the Chief Rabbi took his place on the 
platform at a great purely Christian meeting called to protest 
against the assaults on Christianity in Russia. Our contemporary 
asks, quite reasonably, that all Jews should extend to persecuted 
Catholics the sympathy and support that Catholics give to them in 
their battle against Hitlerism. To that appeal we can only say, 
how could it be otherwise?"’ To adapt its own words in regard 
to Catholics, “ we Jews have suffered too much in the way of per- 
secution and outrage not to sympathise with others who may be in 
the same unhappy position.” On the lowest grounds, we are com- 
pelled to look askance on religious persecution, for how could Jews, 
of all peoples, hope for security when the spirit of intolerance 
rages? Buton the grounds of liberty, peace and human brother- 
hood, the oppression of honestly-held belief is, to Jews, abliorrent 
and detestable. It is a sin against humanity and a sin against God, 
of Whom, as our contemporary eloquently says, and as Judaism 
preaches, all men are the creation, and Who is their common 
Father. 


Never more than now ,did the times call to the high-minded of 
all creeds to stand shoulder to shoulder in the fight against injustice 
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own attitude nor that of the great mass of Jews anywhere can bo 
in doubt. Finally, the CaTHoLic Hera asks that Jews should 
indicate any specific action which it. or Catholics as a whole, might 
take to assist the Jews of Germany, and expresses its readines to 
sdopt and recommend it. We are grateful for this suggestion. May 
wes therefore, venture to reply that one of the greatest aids that 
could be given to our suffering German brothers to-day would be 
the intervention of the Vatican on their behalf, for in “o panine of 
conscience there is no mightier voice —-certainly none that would 
be heard with deeper respect and reverence—than that of His 
iloliness, the Pope.

Sir Moses Montefiore. 


THE PRONUNCIATION OF “MONTEFIORE.” 

We have been asked what‘is the correct pronunciation of the name 
Montefiore. Undoubtedly the older generation of Jews pronounced it 
as an English word, Mont-ef-yor. Of this we can speak from recollec-. 
tion of the speech of some ‘of Sir Moses’s old friends and con- 
temporaries, among them the late Sir David Salomons. This is also 
its metrical value in the song written by the late Dr. Isaac Franklin 
for an entertainment at Hayward's Hotel, Manchester, in celebration 
of Sir Moses’s return from his successful mission to the East, Sth 
March, 1841. The fact appears clearly from the following extract: 

© may the God whose mighty hand 
And stretched-out arm once more 
Have saved his people Israel 
rom perse ntion ©ore, 
L-pon his servant Moses still 
VTACIONUS bounties pour, 
And bless thi partie r.of his tol,

Soup Kitchen. 
ANNUAL MEETING. 
Mr. Henry Van Den Bergh presided over the Aunual Meeting 
of the Subscribers and Donors to the Soup hitchen for the Jewish 


Poor, which was held on Tuesday evening at 17-19, Butler Street, FB 

The President, Mr. Samuel Samuel, M.P., was amable to be 
present owing to illness; and on the motion of Mr. Gustave Tuck. 
the Treasurer, who expressed the meeting's regret at Mr. Samuel's 
nbsence, it was decided to send Mr. Samuel a letter wishing him a 
speedy recovery. 

Mr. George A. Cohen submitted the Report, which was adopted. 

Mr. GUSTAVE TUCK presented the Balance-sheet. They had spent 
altogether this year, he said, £3,592, against £3,194-—-about £200 more than 
last year. At the end of the year, they were left with an increased deficit. 
With reference to the income, hcre they were very fortunate. Donations 
amd subscriptions amounted to £1,875 against £1,509, that avas £365 in 
excess, This perhaps was largely due to some important donations which 
he received from Mr. Sieff, Mr. Marks and various members of their 
families. Aitogether they gave about £409. In the Balance-sheet, they 
would see that they had received altogether in legacies £308. This they 
had used. There was owing to the Bank at the end of the year £309. 
He thought, taking all in all; they owed the Bank about £40 more than 
they did last year, With reference to the Passover Relief Fund, they spent 
£435 against £453, and they received £307 altogether, so they spent £12s 
more than they reeeived. Considering that they gave food nightly for 6,000 
people, he thought they would agree with him that it was a remarkably, 
good Balance-sheet. They were living in times when money was very 
difficult to collect, and it required an cnormons amount of personal effort, 
What he did hope was that they would get more assistance from 
members of the Committee. Mr. Samnel Samuel had given them £200 fcr 
the Soup Kitchen and £100 for the Passover Relief Fund. Mr. Henry 
Van Den Bergh had given something like £100. They collected altogether 
a total of £2,182; £800 of that was collected from three different sources. 
With what he himself gave, that would probably mean about £990, and he 
thought they would agree with him that £1,209 was a very meagre amount 
from the whole of the Community. He appealed to ‘the Community to 
assist them more liberally, as it would be a disaster from every point of 
view if they were not to help their own poor. 

The Balance-sheet was carried. 

On the motion of Mr. Gustave Tuck, Mr. Samuel Saniuel, M.P.. was 
re-elected President. 

Phe Chief Rabbi, Mr. George A. Cohen and Mr. Henry Van Den Bergh 
were re-elected Vice-VPresidents, on the motion of Mr. Tuck who was 
re-elected Treasurer, on the proposition of Mr. George.A. Cohen who, in a 
tribute to him, said that Mr. Tuck did 90 per cent. of the whole work 
of the charity. | | 

A vote of thanks was accorded to Col. Frederick D. Samuel. D.S.O.. 
who has resigned the Hon. Secretaryship, on the motion of Mr. Tuck.

Aguda World Conference on Sunday. 
GATHERING AT COMMERCIAL ROAD TALMUD TORAH. 


Mr. H. Goodman, Political Secretary of the Agudat Israel World 
Organisation, presided on Monday evening over a Press conference. at 
which Mr. Il. M. Lewin, Vice-President of the Organisation, and Sejm-

M. PAUL PAINLEVE. 
‘From our Correspondent. PARIS. | 

With the death of M. Paul Painlevé the Jewish people and the 
Zionist cause have lost a great and sincere friend. He plunged 
himself with ardour into the Dreyfus affair, placing not only his career 
but his life at stake. He, a non-Jew, remained all his life a fighter 
against prejudice and oppression, and never missed an opportunit y 
to show his abhorrence of anti-Semitism. In spite of his advanced 
age, he was in the first ranks of those who raised their voices against 
the Nazi outrages. He also lent his name to the relief campaign in 
favour of the German refugees, accepting the nomination as Presi. 
dent of the Comite Nationale de Secours aux Réefugies Allemands 
Victimes de lAnti-Sémitisme. Painlevé’s name will be specially 
remembered in connection with the Balfour Declaration, witl: 
which he formally associated himself on bebalf of the French 
Government, and in the post-War period he repeatedly expressed 
his Zionist sympathies. as 

An appeal has been made here to all Jews to parti ipate m the 
funeral of M. Painlevé, and the Zionist groups are considering ways 
and means of pe petuating his memory.

Mr. T. COHEN writes: 

The Wellington Road Synagogue bas suffered a great bereavement in 
the passing of Mr. E. Weinstock, who held the position of Senior Warden 
for nearly twenty years. His demise has left a void which is deeply felt 
by his colleagues and congregants. He labouied with zealousness and 
earnestness to bring the Synagogue to its present position, and took a 
vreat interest in the Synagogue Classes and in the cause of charity. Born 
abroad, Mr. Weinstoc< later went to Dublin where he was held in high 
esteem.

HY, one may ask, do Jews: cultivate such an ardent liking for 
professional callings, and, as Zangwill humorously remarked, 

send all their fools into business, and their cleverer ones into the 
professions?

Jews Hounded from their Homes 


DR. SCHMITT STILL DEFIED. 


Nazis “ Not Interested” in Him. 

The German Government is discovering ‘that fourteen vears 
propaganda cannot be forgotten in a day, nor fourteen years 
promises satistied bv dental, The second decree of Dr. Schmitt, 
Reich Minister of Economic Affairs, calling for cessation of the 


boveott of Jews, is meeting the same fate as the first. It is being 
ignored. Several National Socialist newspapers refused to publish 
it, and are reviving the boycott slogans instead. A typical one is 


before us as we write: ~ Who buys from Jews is a traitor to.the 
nation.’ The Government is meeting with opposition from its own 
supporters at election meetings, Dr. Schmitt being denounced as a 
friend of the Jews. The Nazi Press in Cologne has deliberhtels 
started a new campaign against the department stores, and the Nazi 
Party in Baden openly defies the Government by issuing a state- 
ment that it is “ not interested in Dr. Schmitt's activities.” “We are 
hound by the programme of the National Socialist. Party,” says the 
statement, “ which is sufficiently clear on the matter.” 

Indeed, it becomes increasingly obvious that Dr. Schmitt's 
order will not be acted upon unless it is .endorsed by the 
Nazi Party. In the meantime, the Wine Merchants’ Organisa- 
tion has introduced the Aryan clause. The Karstadt store 
in Hamburg, which has removed its notice that non-Aryan 
representatives are not wanted, continues in fact to boyeott 
Jewish travellers and still refuses to employ Jews. In Konstanz 
the names of all Jewish businesses are displayed upon a 
municipal notice-board with a warning that no one is to deal with 
them—and this, be it noted, is a local government activity. Posters 
to stimulate trade have been issued by the Retailers’ Association of 
Duisburg for display by all shopkeepers—except Jews. A land 
workers’ procession has been held in Hamburg, in which a board 
was carried bearing the inseription: * Death to the Jews is bread 
for us.” 

The dimensions which the boycott of Jews has assumed are 
illustrated by the case of a Jewish flour merchant in the State of 
Hessen, whose name cannot be stated as he is the only Jew residing 
inthe town. This merchant bought a cart-load of flour. which he 
intended to retailinhisshop. When the flour arrived atthe station, 
however, none of the porters dared to unload it, and the Jew was 
compelled to empty the waggon with his own hands. He was unable 
to find a vehicle to take the flour from the station, as no one would 
undertake the transport or hire him a cart. He thereupon carried 
the sacks one by one to his shop, and even.then he was unable to 
sell the flour as the whole population had been warned not to deal 
with him. 

The only victory that Dr. Schmitt can claim lies in a police 
announcement that a Berlin publisher named Rudolf Peters has 
been arrested for publishing a trade handbook from which all Jewish 
firms have been excluded. 


Jewish Families Take to the Woods. 

Perhaps, however, it is Dr. Schmitt's intervention-on behalf of 
the Jews (though for purely business reasons) that has encouraged 
the Jews of the State of Hessen to send a delegation to the central 
authorities in Berlin to appeal for protection against the terror that 
still rages all over Hessen and particularly in the Mainz district. 
The Jews in this district are afraid to sleep in their own homes at 
night, and do not dare to show themselves in the streets during the 


day. They are terrorised and brutally attacked, while the local - 


authorities completely ignore their appeals for protection. In a 
number of small townships between Mainz and Frankfort many 
Jewish families, mostly farmers, find it safer to live in the woods or 
in the fields than to stay at home. Theix position is desperate, and, 


although the rains have already caused a number of serious illnesses, 


they dare not return to their homes while the election campaign is 
still continuing. Violent anti-Semitic speeches are inciting the 
population to such an extent that the lives of the Jews would be in 
the greatest danger were they to return. The local police have 
taken up an indifferent attitude, but they are in any case power- 
less to check the organised anti-Jewish terror of the uniformed 
Nazis. Besides sending a delegation to the central authorities in 
Berlin, these homeless Jews have also appealed to several 


larger Jewish Communities to help them te move to the 


larger towns, where the anti-Jewish terror is more or less checked. 
“We do not mind,” they say,“ what happens to our homes or our 
Selongings, as long as we can escape with our lives,” 


Typical of the anti-Semitic propaganda that forms part of the 
Government's election campaign is a speech delivered to Thuringian 
peasants at Weimar by Walter Darre, the Minister of Agriculture. 
“German peasants know,” he said, “ that Adolf Hitler is the only 
guarantee that German peasantry will be freed from the system of 
Jewish trade and stock exchange profiteers.”’ Since time immemorial 
the peasantry had been the antithesis of these Jewish nomads, who 
in the world’s history had never shown themselves creative. Herr 
Darre blamed Jews for the peasant war four hundred years ago and 
denounced “the efforts to give commerce a preferred place over 
agriculture.” He charged the Jews with having made the peasants 
subservient. by inculecating in them the-desire to make’ prolit, 
thus putting the true purpose of agriculture in the background. 
Scurrilous cartoons of the crudest kind appear in every number of 
the DeuTscHEeR TEXTIL-ARBBITER, the organ ofthe Textile Workers’ 
Union. A recent number quotes: with approval a speech by one 
Schultze-Wechsungen, who said that they must send the Jews back 
to the Ghetto, where they belonged. They must follow the example 
of America, where Negroes were not allowed to consort with white 
women. He also threatened Aryan girls with violence if they con- 
tinued to accompany Jews to cafes and declared that the Berlin S.A, 
detachments had “ generously ” offered to help in this task. 

~The curriculum of the new Women’s Labour Camps includes 
anti-Semitic propaganda and even the celebrations of the 450th 
birthday of Martin Luther is being used for this purpose. He is 
represented as having been in favour of burning the Synagogues 
and Jewish houses and detailing all Jews for forced labour. 

Small wonder that while such incitement survives, even 
physical violence has not yet ceased. The Polish Consuls have in 
their hands sworn statements of 266 Polish citizens who have been 
the victims of persecution in Germany between August Ist and 
October 13th. 187 of these are Jews. Fifty-nine of them have been 
deported for no crime whatever. Fifty-two are still in Schutzha/t 
(protective custody). Most of these were arrested on the way to the 
Leipzig Fair, at which, so the world was told, Jews would be more 
than weleome. ‘Thirty-six were attacked and robbed and some have 
received such deadly injuries that they are incapacitated for life. 


Our Warsaw correspondent states that the few who have been let 


out of prison through the intervention of the Polish Consul -bear 
the marks of terrible tortures and maltreatment. 


The Spread of Education. 


We now learn that among the fifty-two professors and tutors 
dismissed from Frankfort University is Martin Buber, the well- 
known Jewish philosopher and writer. Others are: Franz Oppen- 
heiumer, Carl Mannheim, Raphael Weichbrodt, Wilhelm Hanauer, 
Walter Sulzbach, Martin Plessner, Hans Weil, Gottfried Fraenkel, 
Norbert Glatzer and Ernst Kahn. Professor Adolf Fraenkel has 
been dismissed from Kiel. Berlin University has restored the 
medieval yellow badge to distinguish Jewish students. Last 
Friday all Jews were issued with yellow cards instead of the usual 
grey ones and a yellow square has been printed on their lecture 
books. An order has been posted in the hall of the University 
announcing that no Jewish student will be admitted to his final 
examinations unless he renounces his German citizenship, when he 
will be treated as a foreigner, or stateless, and will not be permitted 
to occupy any post without special permission from the authorities. 

One of the meanest acts of the Nazis relates to several hundred 
German-Jewish children who spent their summer holidays camping 
in Denmark. A Copenhagen newspaper published a sympathetic 
article about them, whereupon the authorities gave instructions 
that no more passports were to be issued to Jewish children wishing 
to go to Denmark for their holidays. It is pleasanter to learn of an 
isolated act of kindness that has occurred at Simmern, where a 
Jewish religious teacher, named Unikower, applied for the exemp- 
tion of his 14-years old son from the “ race-ology” lessons at school. 
The request was complied with on the ground that the boy as a Jew 
was exempt from “ Christian religious lessons.” One trembles to 
think, however, of the white-hot anger of the founder of Christianity 


if he knew that “ race-ology” was being taught in his name, 


Statistics. 

The Inquiry instituted by the Government regarding the 
naturalisation of aliens since the War is proceeding in full swing. 
The people affected have to show that they have been of service to 
Germany since their arrival in the country, a matter very difficult 
to prove to the present authorities, who are suspicious of any 
services rendered to pre-Nazi Germany, A correspondent reports 
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the case of a dew whose grandparents came to Germany in 1850 
who was naturalised about sixty years ayo, an 
tion papers are now being re-examined.

Hut statistics mean nothing in a country that “has no need of 
relativity “ and the Prussian Ministry of the Interior is now bus\ 
tvving to prove that only 7,000 German Jewish soldiers fell in the 
war and that the official figute of 10.628 has been deliberately 
oxaggerated by the Federation of Jewish ex-Soldiers. While we are 
dealing with statistics it may be worth while to record that the 
population of Berlin has decreased by 46.600 since the 
this year, when Hitler came to power.

More Dismissals. 

the expulsion of Jews from the law system is continuing 
vithough the Ministry of Justice recently declared that this expulsion 
had been completed on October Ist, and that no further measures 
would be taken. Jewish ex-soldiers who served during the War. 
ond who were to be reinstated in their legal positions, remain with 
out redress. Herr von Leyder, who was appointed President of the 
terlin High Court under the Government of von Papen, has now 
been dismissed because his mother was a Jewess. Law Councillor 
Lilienthal, whose father, a converted Jew, occupied a high position 
in the German Court System under the Kaiser, is also among those 
who have just been dismissed as Jews.

( oramunity, bas been dismissed from the German State Library. of 
which he was Librarian. and the League of German Architects has 
cdeckled to expel all its Jewish members. 

Benny Zimmerling. a Jew from Alsace, has been sentenced to 
twelve months’ imprisonment by a Berlin court for saying 
that the Nazis set fire to the Reichstag. While the organisers 
of the forthcoming Spring Leipzig Fair are inventing all kinds of 
schemes to attract Jewish visitors from abroad to visit the Fair, it 
has become known that a Jewish merchant who owned a stall at 
the last Leipzig Fair has been arrested and placed in a concentra 
tion camp. His arrest was made under the excuse that he supplied 
the Fair authorities with wrong information when he declared to 
them that his firm was controlled by Arvan capital, whereas actually 
it was owned by a Jew. 


An International Propaganda Sheet. 

Another step in the progression of Nazi world propaganda has 
been taken. The publication of an international newspaper called 
NAZI WELTPOST, under the auspices of the German Government. 
started on Sunday. The paper is to be distributed chiefly among 
Germans living abroad. A large number will be shipped to the 
United States. It is being printed in Hamburg, and great care 
is being taken that no copies ‘should be seen in Germany itself. The 
first issue contains articles -by Dr. Goebbe!s, Dr. Schmitt and the 
firector of the Foreign Section of the Nazi Party, Herr W. bE. Bohle. 
The ILLUSTRIERTER BeonicnTer bas also entered the field of 
forergn propaganda by publishing a series of photographs 
intended to counteract “Jewish atrocity propaganda,’ which are 
positively infantile in their naivety. First, there is a picture 
of “A Jewess Bathing.’ to prove that Jews are allowed in 
pablic bathing resorts. Then there is an orthodox Jew walking 
apparently along the Horst Wessel Strasse carrying a Jalith. This 
purports to show that “Jews can trade peacefully in the very Horst 
Wessel Strasse.’ A third photograph shows Jews in a cafe with 
Aryans, thus indicating that “ they still have plenty of money.” 

Small wonder that while their foreign propaganda is so childish, 
the Nazis cannot allow their citizens abroad. A Jewish business man 
who recently applied for an International Motorist’s Licence received 
the following reply: “Your application for an _ International 
Motorist’s Licence must be rejected in consideration of the Jewish 
propaganda (Judenhetzc) against Germany which prevails abroad.” 

Placards have been posted in prominent places in all the 
important health insurance offices in Hamburg giving the names of 
all those Jewish doctors who are still legally allowed to practice, 
und denouncing them. as members of the “Jewish secret society, 
the Union of B'nai B'rith.” All those doctors who are members of 
the Steinthal, the Henry Jones and the Nehemia Nobel Lodges are 
named on the placards. ‘The placards also ask why it is that 
Hamburg still has an Unna Street. (The Unna Street was named 
after the famous dermatologist, Paul Gerson Unna, the founder of 
modern skin pathology). The placards end by advising all those 
who wish to inform themselves about the “Jewish secret society 
Order” to read the pamphlet “ Secrets of the Elders of Zion.” 


Generalissimo Furtwangler. 

William Furtwiingler, conductor of the Berlin Philharmonic 
Orchestra, has replied to Bronislaw Huberman, the violinist, who it 
will be remembered refused to play in Nazi Germany. “I regret 
your refusal,” he writes, “and while I understand your attitude | 
would maintain that it is ill-founded. There has been a revolution 
in Germany, an out-and-out revolution, although legal forms have 
been more or less observed. The whole thing has been a folk-move- 
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ment in the grand manner, and that has got to be recognised, 
whether or no one approves. Even for politicians, and all the more 
for artists, there is only one attitude possible—to accept the accom. 
plished facts and to build anew thereupon. My invitation to you 
was extended in that spirit, and I am convinced that if you had 
necepted the outstretched hand the results would have been 
iinmense, But you seem to ignore the ways of history, 
and, looking for a miracle, you expect the hands of the 
clock to go backwards. I understand your feelings, your 
arguments are only too good; but your premises are wrong. 
Your attitude disappoints me all the more because of my incessant 
efforts to keep politics out of the pure sphere of art ; and your short 
sighted failure to support me jeopardises the whole success of my 
policy. t fear that, after this, Germany as she is to-day will not be 
ina hurryagain to make an advance to you and the other internationa! 
artists. Obviously you can get along quite well without Germany, 
just as Germany can without you. But whether this is in the 
interest of art is another question.” Furtwingler is left Nazi 
Generalissimo of non-existent forces. A writer in the Dats 
TELEGRAPH reports that where there used to be fifty evening concerts 
there are now five. 


The cinema is perhaps in-an even worse way as an art than 
music, for it bas been placed under the control of the Ministry of 
Propaganda. ‘The Miuistry’s first action was to set up a strictly 
Aryan Films’ Chunber, A statement has now been issued that any 
film produced with the aid of a non-member of the Chamber is liable 
to be prohibited, unless the Ministry authorises the non-member to 
take part in the production, 


No New Synagogue, No New Cemetery. 

Some years ago the Jewish Community of Kiistrin purchased 
plot of land for the erection of @ new synagogue. Plans have now 
been completed for its ercction, only to be met by the blank refusal 
of permisston by the local authority ~ on grounds of public safety 
Similarly the Municipal authorities of the Weissensee district of 
Berlin have instituted proceedings against the Berlin Jewish Com 
munity with a view to preventing it from extending the Jewish 
cemetery which was opened in 1874. The Community had acquired 
lifteen hectares of land for this purpese. 

The holberg authorities, who recently ordered the removal of 
the Hirschfeld Memorial, have decided to alter the name of Simon.

A Correction. | 

The Secrctary of the British Esperanto Association, the headquarters 
of the Esperanto movement in the British himpire, has written to us to 
contradict the report that the German Esperanto League has decided to 
exclude all Jewish members. He has received from the Secretary of the 
Deutscher Esperanto Bund a copy of the new Constitution which came 
into force in August and does not exclude Jews from membership, and «a 
letter stating that “the tmajority of all our Jewish members, after the 
revision of our statutes in accordance with Governmeut requirements, 
have remained members. To name only one, Rabbi Dr. D, Melihaus, to 
Pirmasens, Sandstrasse [0.” 


The German Refugees’ Hospitality Committee. 


The German Refugees’ Hospitality Committee has now becn in 
existence about six months and has dealt with close on three hundred 
cases. Some of these it has passed on to other organisations dealing with 
specific categories of refugecs, for others it has found hospitality, and 
others it has helped with pa-sport and similar difficulties. The office at 
28-30, Little Russell Street, W.C.1, has been kindly lent by Mr. Stanley 
Unwin, and there is an interpreter on the premises daily from nine till 
six. The Rt. Hon. Col. Josiah Wedgwood, P.C., M.P., D.S.Q., is the 
President, and the Hon. Secretaries are Mrs. Helen Bentwich and Mrs 
Winifred Horrabin. The Chief Rabbi is one of the distingnished list of 
Vice-Presidents. Under ** Music‘and Drama” this week, full particulars 
will be found of a concert to be given at the A -olian Hall next Monday in 
aid of the Committee. It is estimated that if the hall is filled the procerds 
will enable the office to be kept open all the winter.

Captain Webber's Organisation and Overseas Trade. 
North London Branch Established. 


In the work of obtaining alternative supplies for purchasers abroad 
eo that thev can substitute British goods for merchandise hitherto pur- 
chased from Germany, Captain Webber's organisation has been approached 
from merchants in Turkey who are anxious to buy British.

what they can to weaken the position of the organised Jewish persecutors

Refugees Make Work for British. 


NEW INDUSTRIES STARTED. 


CAPTURING THE GERMAN EXPORT TRADE. 

\ vatuable light on the ‘exaggerated scare-picture sometimes 
drawn of alien refugees coming to. England and taking jobs from 
Englishmen, was afforded in a statement given me bv the Chairman 
ofthe. Jewish Refugees’ Committee. Mr. Otto M. Schiff twrites a 
JEWISH CHRONICLE representative). 

“Thousands of British unemployed,’ he told me,. ~ will be 
absorbed as a result of the establishment of factories and other 
enterprises on the part of Jewish manufacturers from Germany who 
have been obliged leave the 

Upwards of twenty permits have been granted tO 
facturers by the Board of Trade through the Refugees’ Committee, 
and very many more by direct application to the Board. 

Not only,” said Mr. Schiff, will these. new enterprises not 
clash with British interests, but they will further those interests by 
extending our export markets The great revival in the British toy 

trade is a notable example. Furthermore, a great deal of the export 
trade hitherto in the hands of Germany will go to Great Britain 
following the arrival in this country of a number of agents who 
have been treated as outlaws and outcasts in their own country. 

An interesting feature about the various schemes for settling 
refugees is that connected with agriculture. Fifteen German Jews 
who have arrived in London have, by way of experiment, been sent 
to the Hertfordshire Agricultural College in St. Albans, with a view 
to their being fitted for a life overseas. Although these men have 
been at the College only for a short time, they are already showing 
signs of making good. 

Another important scheme for dealing with refugees, is that 
connected with the training in various handicrafts, of up to 100 
young persons. Permission for such training, Mr. Schiff told me. 
had been given to the Committee by the Ministry of Labour on 
condition that the employer creates a speéial position and under. 
takes not to dismiss a single one of his employees. The Committee, 
on its part, undertakes to emigrate such trained refugees after the 
period ofa year. The Committee hope that Jewish employers will 
come forward generously and teach trainees usefal handicrafts. 

Mr. Schiff referred to the Jewish families in this country who 
had offered temporary hospitality to refugees in their homes and 
expressed the hope that further offers would soon be received as 
the Committee is very badly in need of whole-hearted support in this 
direction, He paid a tribute to the Jewish Community of Nairobi for 
voluntarily having offered to take six Jews and two Jewesses and 
to train and house them for a period of one year, after which they 
would be offered suitable employment. | | 3 

Reverting to the industrial and commercial projects which are 
to be set on foot by some of the refugees, Mr. Schiff said he was 
perfectly certain that those which had been ‘submitted to him would 

‘prove very successful. 

“It is also my firm conviction,’ he said, “that every German 
‘Jew who has been absorbed here so far, will prove an asset to the 
country.” 

He also stressed the urgent need which, he said, existed for 
mpre co-operation between the various German Committees and the 
Jewish Refugees’ Committees—a co-operation which, he was sure, 
would result in an even more economic working of the funds than 
is at present the case. .

A Misleading Title. 


From Mr. BERTIE HEILBRON, 
To the Editor of THe JEWISH CHRONICHE. 


Srr.—Your carefully reasoned leading article in last week's 
issue. under the heading “The Jewish Representative Council,’ 
should act as a stimulus to British Jewry, whether Orthodox, 
Reform or Liberal Jewish, to rally round our -accredited leaders, 
to show aunited front in face of the grave dangers which beset world 
Jewry, and, by our unselfish actions, to assist the Board of Deputies in 
the difficult task to which it is devoting its efforts. The Jewish 
Representative Council certainly does not represent me, nor any of 
my co religionists to whom I have spoken. Should not the Board 
of Deputies, therefore, through its Press Committee, publish in the 
leading newspapers of this country and elsewhere a refutation o! 
the inference this misleading title inevitably suggests ? — 

On the Boycott question I am able to throw some light; as, by request 
of Lord Melchett, | became Joint Hon. Treasurer of the Ang.o-Jewish 
Council of Trades and Industries. <A few days after my appointment, the 
World Conference was arranged by the Board of Deputies, and Lord 
Me'chett and Major Nathan, M.P., the then Hon. President and Hon. 
Vice-President of the Council, were co-opted as members of the Worid 
(‘onference. 

Although much good work had been accomplished by the Council. 
it would have constituted an act of disloyalty to the Board of Deputies 
to have continued active propaganda, until the World Conference 
had given its decision as to the desirabil ty of an official boycott 
movement. Mr. Horowitz, to whose efforts, | understand, the so-called 
Jewish Representative Council owes its inauguration, was a member of 
the Conncil, but I cannot place on record avy appreciation of his helpful- 
ness during my tenure of cfie>. One wonld have thought that Mr. 
Horowitz and his colleagues could have rendered more valuable service to 
the boycott movement by supporting Captain Webber's Organisation ; 
but that would have meant self-abnegation to a high degree, and 
it would have deprived the Jewish Representative Council of the 
clories of yet another Conference. ‘‘Oh,the brave music of distant . , 
Conferences” (with apologies to the poct-philosopher). Such efforts as 
this conference constitute a waste of time and money, which Jewry can 
iiafford. In connection with the boycott movement, it seems to me 
that the same effect conld be obtained by urging British Jewry to 
purchase British and Empire goods, whenever possib-e ~ a policy, Lobserve, 
which is urged in the pamphlets issued by Captain Webber's Organisa 
tion— thus proving our loyalty to our country and giving evidence of our 
cesire to assist in the renewal of its prosperity.

Jewish Religious Board. 


FACING A HEAVY DEFICIT. 

A meeting of the Jewish Religious Education Board was held on 
Monday atthe Communal Centre. Dr. N. 8. LUCAS presided. The 
Chairman moved votes of condolence with the family of the late Rey. A. A. 
Green and with Mr. J. Bernberg on the death of his wife. Speaking of 
the Mile End Central Classes, Dr. Lucas said that a strong effort had 
been made, with the assistance of the Rev. J. F. Stern, Miss Rose and 
the Headmaster of the day school, Mr. Tibbey, to improve the position 
of these Classes. While results fell short of expectations, the position 
was somewhat more hopeful in respect of attendance. 

Mrs. A. Eichholz was, on the proposition of the Chairman, elected a 
Vice-President of the Board. 

Dayan L. Mendelsohn and Rabbi L. Rab:nowitz- were chosen as the 
Board’s delegates to the 34th Annual Conference of the Zionist Federa- 
tion to be held on December 24th and 25th. Four representatives were 
aiso appointed to the Education Conference to he held on November 26th 
and 2ith, 

Dayan Dr. A. FELDMAN reported on the work of the Jewish Higher 
Educational Centre. At the Secondary Classes they had 89 on the roll, 
with an attendance of about 63. They felt that a very large number of 
pupils, both boys and girls, in secondary schools were not receiving any 
religious education. Jewish education of this kind was one of the Board's 
serious problems. There had been a change in the lecturers on their 
Staff, Mr. Super who had left for Canada being replaced by the Rey. H. 
Bornstein. As they were aware, a number of bursaries had been given to 
the Centre by the Jewish Memorial Council, and they would be interested 
to know that out of respect to the late Dr. A. Eichholz, these bursaries 
woukl be known as the Alfred Eichholz Bursaries. In order to extend 
facilities for Jewish teachers to exchange views on matters of Jewish 
education, it had been decided to publish in Hebrew and English a 
quarterly periodical. 

Mr. NATHAN MORRIS reported progress in the other departments 
of the Jewish Higher Edueational Centre and said that in January next 
the first examination for the Hebrew Teache:s’ Diploma would be held. 

Dr. J. F. MIDLOURSKY gave details of the treat for the Boar's pupils 
to be given to them by the Children’s Entertainment Committee during the 
Chanucah Festival, at the Rivoli Theatre, Whitcchapel. The Chairman 
thanked Dr. Midloursky for his efforts. 

Dr. LUCAS reported that the total amount received from the Board’s 
appeal was £6,500. That left them, supposing they continued their 
work exactly as at present, with enough money to carry them 
through to the end of July.

OPENING OF HAIFA HARBOUR. 
“The New Gateway to the East.” 


Firm Statement by Colonial Secretary. 

On Tuesday morning last the great new harbour at Haifa was 
officially opened by the High Commissioner, Sir Arthur Wauchope. 
In view of the disturbed conditions prevailing in Palestine, the 
Aaborate ceremonial which had been arranged was curtailed. Only 
a few guests and the High Commissioner were on board the two 
British steamers that entered the harbour, thus opening it for inter- 
national shipping. The proceedings were broadcast by wireless— 
the first time in the history of Palestine that an event there has

“The harbour. is to be of benefit not only to Palestine and 
Transjordan, but also to many other countries.

By the end of 
1935, if all goes well, its Southern branch will have linked the Mosul 
Oilfields to the terminal at Haifa, and preparations are already well 
advanced for the construction of an oil dock, which will mark another 
step in the development of the new Harbour, It is too early for me 
to say anything about the prospect of the railway between Haifa and 
Bagdad, though a careful survey of the route has been carried out, 
but steps are already being taken to develop the trans-desert route 
for motor traffic, and we have got hope that in time the prosperity 
of Haifa and the importance of its harbour will be further ebhanced

‘The formal opening of the Haifa Harbour,” Sir Philip began, 
“ divects our attention toa singularly successful work of construc- 
tion, and I congratulate the officials of the Harbour Works Depart- 
ment and the consulting engineers to the Palestine Government. 
To have brought this work tq its present advanced stage of comple- 
tion, at a cost of only about one half per cent. over the estimate 
of 1} million pounds, speaks for itself, For four years from 1,000 to

and to Jews. That duty will be discharged fully and fairly, without 
fear or favour. There is under the Mandate the obligation to facili- 
tate the establishment iv Palestine of a National Home for the 
Jewish people, but at the same time there is an equal political 
obligation to safeguard the rights of all the inhabitants of Palestine. 
These obligations will be most carefully observed. It will be the 
constant aim of British policy to promote the well-being of all 
Palestine. Plans are now in hand in which the High Commissioner 
has had a great personal share which will materially benefit all 
sections of the Community. That work will go forward. But there isa 
paramount duty: to preserve law and order. That duty, too, will be 
most thoroughly discharged. I wish here to repeat the tribute 
I have already paid to all ranks of the police for the fortitude with 
which they have carried out their duties. Law and.order will be 
maintained throughout the land. 

“ Palestine is fortunate,” concluded Sir Philip, in having at 
this time a High Commissioner who is devoted to its interests, whom 
every man in Palestine knows is fair and just, and who has the 
complete confidence of His Majesty's Government. I feel that all 
will give him their loyal support and co-operation in his work for 


the good of all.”

The New English Art Club. 


The New English Art Club has moved to Suffolk Sireet Galleries 
for its eighty-fourth exhibition. On the whole the Jewish contribu- 
tious are uninspired. There is, however, a lovely nude by Clara 
Klinghoffer entitled “Girl with Plaits” (No. 348). This is com- 
pletely satisfactory for two-thirds of the way down, but rather 
goes to pieces below the breasts where it might well have 
heen cut off. In particular it is unfortunate that the right arm 
should give (very successfully too) an impression of motion 
when the dominant characteristic of the head and shoulders 
is repose. Though this may sound likea ~ literary” rather than an 
wsthetic criticism, it is not actually so; for the moving hand is by 
its very movement destructive of the composition, “Girl with Plaits” 
remains nevertheless one of the best pictures in the Exhibition. 
Barnett Freedman’s Shogmoor Farm (No. 419) is a sound composi. 
tion, but dead in colour. There are two oils by Lucien Pissarro 
(Nos. 174 and 180), and two by Sir Wm. Rothenstein (Nos. 258 and 
265), none of which calls for particular comment. Among the water- 
colours and drawings is a gouache by Sit Wm. (No. 91), and a draw. 
ing by Michael Rothenstein, “And these a little mad" (No. 107). 
This is a good composition and the female figure is beautifully 
realised.

| must confess to considerable disappointment with this year's 
avst End Academy at the Whitechapel Art Gallery. The fine work 
of Michael Goldberg, Gerald Ososki, Clara Klinghoffer and Archibald 
/iegier, that was the crown of last year's exhibition, is not 
repeated, and no one else has attained as high a level. There 
ure several portraits by Mr. Goldberg, of which “ Siki Oldstein ” 
(No. 26) is perhaps the best, though Nos. 85, 209 and 218 
should not be missed. Mr, Goldberg models his heads well, but 
most of the virtues displayed in these pictures—unlike the magnifi- 
cent portrait of a woman in last vear’s show—are negative virtues. 
They consist tn the satisfaction of the aesthetic necessities in order 
to promote the human interest of the picture rather than the solu- 
tion of aesthetic problems that have the additional pleasure of human 
infervest. This is, of course, the eternal temptation of. portrait- 
painting, and is the reason why portraits are so seldom ef interest 
to anyoue but the friendsof the sitter.. Mr. Goldberg's “Landscape” 
(No. 172) goes to substantiate the assumption which the portraits had 
provoked that he is not as yet vitally interested in the problems of 
light and colour, the battle over which is half the jov ofa really live 
artist. L. Kiverstein seems more interested in such matters, and 
his “llampstead Heath” (No. 51) is a praiseworthy attempt to use 
unpromising subject-matter. The interest of slate roofs, however, 
is their slatiness, and though Mr. Kiverstein is of course right not to 
paint them.slate by slate, he has balked this difficulty and spoilt his 
picture by leaving an uninteresting flat surface in an important part 
of the canvas. The same artist's Portrait’’ (No. 62) has caught a 
mood, for which one is willing to sacrifice a good deal of technical 
perfection. The hands, however, could scarcely have been placed 
Jess jadiciously and have giyen all the trouble they asked for. 
Other oils of Jewish interest are “The Glen” (No. 13) by John 
Abraham, three pictures by Rose Baron (Nos. 39, 61 and 224) and a 
self-portrait (No. 196) and a flower-piece (No. 204) by Gerald Ososki.

Notes on Books and Authors. 


On the 2nd December, 1932, attention was called in this co umn to 
the pressing need that exists for a one-volume Cyclopedia of Judaism. 
It is good news that (as a direct consequence of this paragraph, one 
is happy te tearn) this loug-felt want is about to bo filled. Early in 
November, Behrman’s Jewish Book House, of New York, will publish 
THE ENCYCLOPAEDIA OF JEWISH KNOWLEDGE, in which (as they some. 
what optimistically state) “all Jewish knowledge and thought from 
carliest times to the present day . . . is bronght together into. . . seven 
hundred and fifty pages.”. The Editor is Mr. Jacob de Haas, who has 
been assisted by over fifty Jewish scholars and specialists. ‘There are 
to he 6,500 headings, and (though it is not casy to see how one can arrive 
at the total) 100,000 facts. The specimen pages which have been issued 
indicate something of the scope and method of the work. It must be 
confessed that they seem to lack somcthing from the point of view of 
relative proportion (Rabbi Solomon ibn Adret assuredly deserves more 
than one-fifth of the space devoted to Louis Marshall), and are not 
meticulously accurate. But 100,000 facts for five dollars is extremely 
moderate. 

Very shortly after the War, in the winter of 1919-20, the Jewish

Estimates of the Wreckage 


GRAPPLING WITH A STUPENDOUS TASK 


Over a hundred delegates, representing forty-five organisa - 
tions, from most of the countries in Kurope and fromthe United 
States, attended the World-Jewish Conference which opened at 
Woburn House on Sunday morning, to discuss problems arising 
out of the German-Jewish situation. 

The Conference, with its delegates including eminent Jews 
from nearly all parts of the world, could well be deseribed as 
the most representative Jewish gathering of any that has been 
held in recent times, many of those who normally are divided 
on particular issues in matters connected with the Community, 


being on this tragic. occasion united in a concerted endeavour to : 


meet the terrible situation that has resulted from the outlawry 
of German Jewry. 

The principal bodies responsible for the holding of the Con- 
ference were the Joint Foreign Committee (who were the prime 
movers in the matter), the Alliance Israélite Universelle, the 
American Jewish Congress, the American Jewish Committee and 
the Comité des Delegations Juives, in the names of whom the invita- 
tions to the other organisations to send delegates had been issued. 

Among those on the platform were the Chief Rabbi, 
Jr. Chaim. Weizmann, Mr. Neville J.- Laski, (Presi- 
Jent of the Deputies), who presided, Mf. Leonard G. Montefiore 
(Ioint Chairman with Mr. Laski of the Joint Foreign Committee), 
ir. Leo Motzkin (President of the Comité des Délégations Juives), 
und Professor Sylvain Levy (President of the Alliance Israélite 
Uciverselle). 

The opening proceedings on Sunday morning were held in public 
session and opened with an address by the Chief Rabbi, who also 


offered up a Prayer. 
A Plea for Unity. 


After greeting the delegates, Dr. Hertz, referring to the citcum- 
stances which had necessitated the holding of the Conference, spoke 
of the men of light and leading who had voiced the indignation of 
all lovers of humanity against the attempt to crush and degrade a 
whole people, to deny its members toleration, rob them of civic 
equality, and trample on their human dignity. What was most 
terrible of all, the world was coming to accept the outlawing in 
Central Europe of 600,000 human beings as a normal thing with 
which no outside Government had the least right to interfere. 
Equally unavailing had been the efforts of Jewish statesman- 
ship, of proJewish statesmanship, and of the League of 
Nations statesmanship to secure redress. for the victims of 
injustice and racial persecution. But we were credited 
with a talent for philanthropy that was tireless and unquench.- 
able, for a warm beneficence, 


for a specific purpose and for one purpose only: to consider measures 
and to co-ordinate efforts for the relief of German Jewry. It was 
unique in its character and was the outcome of a misfortune 
which was likewise unique in the modern history of the Jewish 
people. The Jewish gathering assembled there had been. brought 
about by the need of dealing with a situation which had inter- 
national bearings and for which others were responsible. The 
presence of German refugees in many European countries constituted 
a grave problem for which no single country could hope to find o 
solution. This fact had been recognised by the League of Nations 
in the acceptance of a proposal for the appointment of a High Com. 
missioner to deal with this problem in conjunction with a Governing 
Body consisting of representatives of the various Governments con 
cerned to which might be added representatives of private organis 
ations. It was only natural and proper that the Jewish Communities 
that had been so gravely and constantly pre-occupied with the 
pressing needs created by the catastrophe, should meet together for 
the purpose of considering in what way they could best render assist. 
ance to the High Commissioner in his formidable task. ‘The purpose 
of the Conference was solely to deal with the unfortunate effects of 
the policy of the German Government towards its Jewish subjects, 
and it would confine itself to devising ways and means of rendering 
constructive relief to the tens of thousands of victims of that policy. 


Estimated Refugee Statistics. 


As to the refugees, said Mr. LAskt, there were no really reliable 
figures and the following estimates were based on the best available 
information. The estimated number of refugees was 65,000, of whom 
33,000 were business or professional men, 30,000 dependent women and 
children and 2,000 students. They were distributed in the following 
countries : 25,000 in France, 6,500 in Palestine, 4,500 in Poland, 4,000 
in Czechoslovak ta, 2,500 m Holland, 2,500 in England, 2,000 in Belgium, 
2 000 in Switzerland: and the remainder were scattered all over the 
world. Of these refugees some 8,000 were entirely without means 
and were being supported by the various Refugee Commiitees. 
Estimates of the vocations of the refugees were: Professional men. 
3,500; business people, 22,000; and various types of manual labour, 
7,500. The professional men could be classified: Doctors, 1,200: 
lawyers and civil servants, 1,000; chemists, engineers, journalists 
and teachers, 900; and academic, 400. The business people working 
on their own accotint were estimated at 10,000, and the male 
employees (bookkeepers, salesmen, agents, etc.) at 12,000. Then 
there were 3,500 workmen ; 3,000 women in various seimi-professional 
occupations, and 1,000 eugaged in housework. 

The following sums had been collected in the various,

£40,000 ; Czechoslovakia, £28,000; Holland, £25,000: Egypt.

Mr. NEVILLE LASKI, after welcoming the delegates in the names 


of the convening bodies, said that the Conference had been called 


Reconstruction work in Germany; (2) Relief outside Germany ; (3) 
Emigration, other than to Palestine ; (4) Finance; and finally there 
would be an Academic Committee dealing with the problem of the 
large number of dismissed University professors and lecturers. 
They had to consider, continued Mr. Laski, whether it was 
possible to assist in the maintenance of Jewish life within 
Germany itself—how far it was possible to provide for the 
economic livelihood of tens of thousands of families who had 
been disturbed, if not entirely prevented, from pursuing in 
peace and security their professions and trades. Then there 
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was the problem of the thousands of refugees, that of the professional 
men and women of the German-Jewish Community whe now 
found themselves ruthlessly dislodged. He expressed deep gratitude 
to the Academic Assistance Council, the International Students’ 
service, the International Committee jp Geneva for the eesietance 
rendered to refugees of the professiona! class and to the Universities 
in this and in many other countries for the generous manner in 
which they had come to the help of these classes of the reftigees. 
* We take this opportunity,” declared Mr. Laski,” of expressing the 
deep sense of obligation of the Jewish people to those countries 
that have.so generously admitted the refugees from Germany. This 
yvenerosity is the more marked because. living as we do in those 
countries; we fully understand that no Government can remain 
indifferent to the insistent claims of those of its own people who 
are suffering from the present economic crisis. Jt has always been 
a cherished tradition among Jews to look after those of our people 
who have been afflicted with misfortune, and there was never a 
‘ime when it was so necessary to be true to that tradition as now. 
We shall best show our appreciation of the hospitality which various 
Governments have extended to the refugees by working out 
practical schemes of assistance and by providing the financial means 
whereby they may be realised. | 


World Jewry’s Responsibility. 

Continuing, Mr. Laski said that they must endeavour, within 
the limited time at their disposal, to evolve a scheme which would 
he large and practical enough to capture the imagination of the 
Jewish people and secure their sympathy and material support. 


There would be submitted as a basis of discussion a plan drawn up - 


by the British Committee which had been in charge of the adminis. 
tration of the Central British Fund for German Jewry, and also a 
scheme drawn up under the direction of Dr. Weizmann, who was 
appointed by the Zionist Congress as the Commissioner for dealing 
with German-Jewish immigration into Palestine. It would be the 
task of the various Committees appointed by the Conference to give 
their most careful consideration to these schemes, and after adequate 
discussion to formulate proposals which would be submitted to a 
plenary session foradoption. Noconstructivé plans, however, no matter 
how excellent in conception, could hope to achieve success unless 
the means to put them into effect were furnished, and it was to the 
Jewish Communities of the world that they looked for the provision 
of the necessary funds. The responsibility for the solution of this 
problem was not confined to the Conferenc>. On the contrary, it 
extended to all the Jewish Communities of the world. The nations 
ossembled at Geneva made it plain that the appointment of a High 
Commissioner was conditioned by the expectation that those bodies, 
Jewish and oter, interested in this problem must themselves 
collaborate not only in mind but with means for the carrying out of 
the High Commissioner's task ; so that there was an equal burden 
laid upon them all. The problem was made all the more difficult 
because of the magnitude cf the economic crisis through which 
they were passing. It was, therefore, their task to search the world 
for places whére those unhappy people could go and start life anew. 
Of the lands of immigration Palestine at the moment provided the 
largest scope, and they knew that in regard to that country they 
would have the goodwili and helpful and practical sympathy of the 
Mandatory Power.. Palestine alone, however, would not suflice: 
and, therefore, they must hope that with the help of the good offices 
of the High Commissioner, other countries might be persuaded to 
believe and recognise that in their own interests, and not on 
humanitarian grounds alone, German Jews might be admitted to 
residence and eventually citizenship. 

Mr. Laski, in conclusion, outlined the scheme of procedure of 
the Conference. After the opening session the Conference would 
meet in private to determine its committees and their chairmen. 
The Bureau of the Conference would be directive in character and, 
when the committees had completed their labours, the Bureau 
would convene a private plenary session for consideration of the 
proposals that had been formulated. The Conference would close 
with a public session at which a statement would be made as to 
the decisions arrived at. 

Professor LEVY, speaking in French, expressed appreciation in 
the course of his statement of what France had done in connection, 
with some of the German-Jewish refugeés. 


American Co-operation. 

Mr. Lewis Strauss, of the American Jewish Comniittee, said 
“We in America, though far removed from the seene, yet feel the 
same deep sympathy which moves your hearts and our sense of 
justice is outraged by the same acts which do violence to your own 
ideals. We are not motivated by rage or hatred toward the German 
people, millions of whom are appalled at the realisation of the role 
in history to which a handful of misanthropic leaders have compelled 
them. And though we are met to deal with the Jewish aspects of this 
unhappy situation made necessary by the particular discrimination 
against the Jews of Germany, we see the issue as affecting not only 
our brother Jews—but more darkly as a crisis in the advance of civili- 
sation toward freedom—toward free speech—afree Press, freedom of 
worship and the conception that for all mankind there is a right to 
life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness. What we may be able to 
accomplish here lies in the lap of that Providence which has 
redeemed us throughout so many generations from so many tyrants 
and oppressors. 1 do not despair that justice will again prevail. | 
am confident that it will. Meanwhile, it may be permitted to us, as 
in the past, to alleviate some buman misery and to play our part in 
defending human freedom. Whatever may be our participation, we 
of America, thankful for the blessings of liberty under which we 
live, stand ready to accept our responsibility and, with God's help, 
to discharge it.” | 

Dr. S. MARGOSHES, representing the American Jewish Congress, 
said that out of the Conference, it was hoped there would come a 
larger wisdom, a greater united action and a stronger determination 
to face, in manly fashion, the gravest problem in the life of the 
modern Jew. In the minds of American Jewry what was at stake 
in the final instance was not only the fate of the six hundred 
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thousand Jews in Germany. It was the fate of the sixteen million 
Jews everywhere. Hitlerism had cancelled Jewish emancipation in 
Germany, but it did more. I6 challenged the civil status of the 
Jewish people throughout the world. Hitler had thrown the 
gauutiet to all Jews and they accepted it—accepted it as a proud 
and self-respecting people should—in a spirit of determination and 
relentless combat in which all honourable weapons were not only 
permissible but obligatory. The Jewish masses in America looked 
to the Conference for strong, effective and concerted action. 
They demanded a united Jewish front. To this they pledged them. 
selves, believing as they did in the justice of their cause, in the 
unshakable will of their people to life and freedom and sure as they 
were that the conscience of Mankind would support them. 

Dr. Morzkix, Président of the Comité des Délégations Juives, 
declared that the Conference was a great political step forward in 
the unity of the Jewish people in face of the present peril which 
confronted their brethren in Germany. 

The Unique Position of Palestine. 

Dr. CuaAim WeizMANN said he was convinced that every Com. 
munity had done its level best in the difficult circumstances. But 
unless concerted action were organised, it would be impossible in 
future to deal with this problem which was growing almost daily. 
And he understood that this alone was the purpose of that 
Conference. They were indebted to the President of the 
board of. Deputies and to the President of the Anglo-Jewish 
Association for the incalculable trouble they had taken in conduct- 
ing the work and bringing the Conference into being. The 
Chairman had mentioned in his presidential address that Palestine 
claimed an important part in this work. He was not given to 
exaggeration, he did think, however, that they were justified in 
believing that Palestine was destined to play an ever growing part 
in the work with which that Conference was going to occupy iteelf, 
hecause Jews who go to Palestine go there “of right and not on 
sufferance.” Jews who came to Palestine. came there not as refugees, 
but returned as toa Homeland. After deploring the unruly demon- 
strations in Palestine during the last few davs, Dr. Weizmann said 
that the Government of Palestine had erred on the side of over 
caution in its policy of immigration. Palestine had not been 
swamped by undesirable immigrants. Palestine had under the 
stimulas of immigration developed to an extent which was almost 
unparalleled in the economic history of the last ten years all over 
the world. It had brought. prosperity, stability, nav, wealth, to the 
country to both Jew and Arab alike. It was sufficient to glance oa

British Committee's Comprehensive Plan. 

Mr. O.. EB. DAVIGDOR-GOLDSMID, Chairman of the Allocations 
Committee of the Central British Fund for German Jewry, said that 
after nearly six months strenuous work the British Committee felt 
very strongly that it was essential for effective remedying of the 
situation that there should be the closest possible co-operation 
between all the Committees concerned either in dealing with the 
refugees or in fund raising, and that, in fact, there should be a body 
of representatives of various countries which should administer the 
funds to be raised from all sources. If that proposal were adopted, 
all dangers of over‘apping and duplication would be avoided, and 
systematic work could be done with that in view. The British Com. 
mittee had prepared a plan (which would be submitted in due 
course in detail to the Conference), setting out a_i skeleton 
organisation and proposals for constructive work, both inside 
und outside Germany, and making provision for relief and 
other expenditure not necessarily entirely of a constructive 
nature. This plan had been the subject of anxious thought 
and very prolonged detiberation by the British Committee, and 
was put forward in the hope that it might yrove, firstly, a basis 
for discussion and then become acceptable to all who were meeting 
there. It involved sacrifices from all sections of World-Jewry. — If 
involved calls not only on the purse, but on personal service from 
members oftheir Faith. But it was, in their view, the most effective 
scheme possible to meet the difficulties of an unprecedented 
situation. If the Conference approved it, World-Jewry would be 
able to see for what purposes money was. required and in what 
manner it would be expended. There was no quest:on of asking for 
au blank cheque; on the contrary, the plan provided for a definite 
programme of work on which they hoped everybody would be 
united. The problem was so great that it was essential to sink all 
internal differences, and pool not only resources but also their 
energies and brains in a determination to remedy it. There 
was no doubt that conditions in Germany had not improved 
in the last few weeks; in fact, their latest information went to show 
that, with the approach of winter, there was a distinct deterioration 
and the need for remedial measures had been accentuated. It would 
be essential to co-operate very cordially and closely with the High 
Commissioner and his Committee, and they hoped that his appoint. 
ment would do a great deal to mitigate the difficulties under which 
they were labouring at the present time. The problem had become 
a world problem, and it was only proper, therefore, that the League 
should step in and help. It was also proper that World-Jewry 
should unite for the definite and sole object of relieving the situa. 
tion and assisting their unfortunate co-religionists who bad been 
subjected to what could only be described as medieval persecution. 

Mr. S. COHEN then submitted the Report of the Credentials 
Committee, after which the Conference went into private session.

GOVERNMENT FIRMLY IN THE SADDLE,

lt is now fairly evident that the assaulis on the Pelice last 


week-end and the attempted outbreaks, with the exception of the 


demonstration at Jaffa, were really not preconcerted, because it is 
certain that they were sporadic and unorganised. The events at 
other places were a reflex of the oceurvences of Friday midday at 
Jaffa. Undoubtedly the manifestations were purely anti-British 
and not directed in the first place against Jews, although the 
alleged motive was to protest against Jewish immigration. No 
Jews were attacked, but seven who were watching the rioting were

uncoutrollable otherwise and against whom it was necessary, to 
meet violence with stern authority. The police force, both Brilish 
and Palestinian of all creeds and ranks, deserves the greates! 
possible measure of praise for its conduct in a situation frangh! 
with numberless difficulties and dangers.

Emergency Powers Ordinance Issued. 
An emergency ordinance was issued by the High Commissioner 
on Monday, under the Palestine Defence Order in Council. 19%). 
empowering the Government to take every measure necessary to 
ensure public safety. in this ordinance the Government veceives 
the power to arrest and deport offenders without a trial, and to 
institute courts martial. In addition, the High Commissioner is 
authorised to make provisions for censorship of the Press, and the 
control of harbours, ports and shipping, and transport by land, air 
and water. He is also authorised to controkall exports and imports, 
and provide for the appropriation, control and disposition of property. 
The order prohibits loitering, and provides for the arrest without 
warrant of anyone eudangering the public safety. 
immigrants Delayed. 

There has been some fear that the 1,682 Jewish immigrants on 
the steamships “ Polonia’ and “ Martha Washington’ were held up 
outside Palestine on account of immigration restriction but we 
understand upon enquiring in official quarters that this was not the 
case. The steamers were delayed on account of the strike of Arab 
boatmen at Haifa and Jaffa. Most of the passengers have since 
landed in Palestine.

crisis, they had been able to achieve what they had set out to le. 
she said that they must all feel gratified at the result of the gals. 
performance, which realised £5,600, In that connection she would 
like to thank Lady Fitzgerald and Mrs, Simon Marks. Mrs. Sieff was 
the Chairman of avi ad hoe Committee for the Relief of German 
Jewry composed of representatives of important Jewish organise 
tions in this country, and because of the volume of her work tn this 
direction she would nol be acting as Chairman of their organisation 
for the coming year. ‘They would be pleased to learn that Mrs. Sie 
was joint Chairman with Mes. Weizmann of the Wizo. They were 
vrateful to Miss Marks, through whose generosity they had started 
a new babies’ home. and to Mesdames irwell, Sieff and Marks, 
through whose kindness they had started a second house for Nahalal. 
She also had to mention Mrs. Eder, their Hon. Adviser, who had 
viven the Federation tremendous help. She added a word of appre 
ciation for the work of the Honorary Officers. The Federatron stil! 
lagged behind in cultural werk, aud she hoped that in their delibera 
tions they would try to think out ways and means by which they 


could inerease that work, They must also increase their* 
membership. 
Mrs. (. M. Sieer. in her Presidential address, said that the 


Federation had been able to start its vears work in a very differen! 
frame of mind frem the previous year. All of them weuld remember 
that there had been serious differences in the Wizo which resulted 
in a break and in the withdrawal of many of their members from 
the Wivo Executive. That breach had been healed and the majority 
of the members had rejoined the Executive, Dealing with the 
Gievrman situation Mes. Sieff said that most Zionists felts a sense of 
individual respousibility in this crists, and so the women Zionists 
were prepared for action when the fatal blow was struck. They 
were prepared to demand from every one of their members that they 


fulfil their dattes as Jewesses, but. unfortunately they had to 
withhold action until the Central British Fund for German 
Jewry came into existence. Mrs. Eder and herself entered 
into negotiations with that body on their behalf and offered

under certain conditions. They pointed oul to the 
Committee the importance of the work of the Wizo in Palestine in 
dealing with the present situation. and stated thal they had already 
created institutions in Palestine which could be extended to train 
women and girls and prepare them for life in Palestine, that they 
were the only bedy in Palestine which had had this experience and 
which directed such institutions, and that they would undertake to 
look after such women and girls if the Committee would place them . 
intheir. bands. A Special Women's Committee, representative of the 
most important women's organisations in this country, had been 
formed, in agreement with the Central Fund, and it was agreed tha! 
before the Federation could throw the whole of its resources into 
the work of this Committee, the average vearly eum which it had 
raised during the past three years for the Wizo must be the first 
call on the funds raised by the new Women's Committec. The 
Central Fund recommended to the Women’s Committee that this 
should be adopted. They also presented to the Allocations’ Com- 
mnitiee two memoranda embodying schemes for the training of 
women and children in their own institutious in Palestine aud in 
other vocational centres. {[t was a great justification to the work 
that they had been doing for the last ten vears in Palestine. 
continued Mes. Sieff, that they were able uow to train so many extra 
girls at very short. notice.’ Mrs. Sieff also spoke about the Wizo 
Conference held at Prague in August last. Au ever-increasing 
number of their members were .going each year to Palestine for « 
visit. That led to a strengthening of the work of the Federation. 
Referring to the Arab demonstrations in Palestine she said that 
they all knew the justice of their cause and that what was hanp 
there to-day would not stop them continuing their work. 
Professor S. BRODETSRY brought greetings to the Conference from 
the Executive of the Zionist Organisation. He said that the preseul 
moment was one of anxiety in regard to the future. He sincerely 
hoped that with regard to the Avab demonstrations in Palestine 
nothing more.serious would happen. Those who were associated 
with the troubles of the daily work for Zionism, had a feeling of 
gratitude to the Wizo and its branches for the example shown. He 
would like to suggest-that classes ia Hebrew should be established to 
wlow of young girls learning the language -befove going to Palestine. 
Weizmann brought greetings from the Wizo, aad con. 
gratulated the Federation on its fourteenth birthday, Miss, 
Shiue brought greetings Zioua, the Rey.

Sunday's Proceedings. 

The Conference met on Sunday morning at the Hote} ¢ 
Marylebone Road. Mrs. RK. B. Solomon presided at the early part of the 
session and Mrs. A. Nahum at the latter part of the session. : 

Mrs. MH. SACHER read a report of the Wizo Conference in P 
said that a special committee had been cect up at the 1931 Conference to 
yo into the question of administrative control. An agreement was come 
to and Was put into action at the 1935 Conference.

The W 
close touch with two Women’s Organisations in Palestine, and the 
triple comb-nation had power to deal with this problem. Mrs. Sieff 
dealt with the var ous categories by which women and girls were permitted 
to enter Palestine and with the schemes that the Federation of Women 
Zionists had sent to the Allocations’ Committee on behalf of the Wizo.

J.N.F. Work in Palestine. 


From Messrs. ROBERT B. SOLOMON (President) & S. S. LEVIN 
To 4he Editor of Thr Jewish CHRONICLE. 

Sir,—The time is past when Jews argue for or against a National 
Home. The Jewish National Home is an accomplished fact. That 
does not mean to imply that no dangers lie ahead—they exist, and 
we would draw the attention of your readers to one of them. Our 
effort in relation to Eretz Yisrael must now be calculated to give the 
National Home the largest possible influence, spiritual and economic, 


over World Jewry. With the spiritual question we are not con- 


cerned here. The economic aspect is vital. In all present-day 
discussion on the world Jewish position, Palestine offers the only 
real chance for stricken and oppressed Jews. 

The 18th Zionist Congress and the recent Biennial Conference 
of the Jewish National Fund drew attention to the bugbear of our 
Movement—the serious land speculation rampant in Eretz Yisrael. 
There is cut-throat competition. between private individua!s and, 
what. is even worse, between private individuals and the Jewish 
National Fund. Even at that, the Arabs will not sell, feeling 
confident that prices will rise still higher. The same piece of land 
is sold over and over again and, in spite of feverish activity, the 
area of land in Jewish hands remains almost stationary. ‘The dangers 
inherent in this speculation, coupled with Jewish concentration on 
the orange, are only too well known to be repeated... One can only 
hope that sanity will soon prevail over the present panic conditions. 

It is when we examine the question of National colonisation in 
the light of the above facts that immediate action is called for from 
the public. Jewish National Fund land purchasing schemes have, 
of necessity, been slowed down and much larger funds are required 
for purchases. The position becomes really serious when we realise 
that J.N.F. land reserves are completely exhausted on account of 
recent large-scale settlement.

High Commissioner for German Refugees, 


America's Warm Interest. 


The appointment by the Council of the League of Nations of Mr. 
James G. McDonald (U.S.A) as High Commissioner for German 
Refugees, in conformity with the resolution of October 12th, has 
been greeted with keen satisfaction. He has signified his accept- 
ance, and is soon to leave for Geneva. Mr. McDonald, who has been 
for several years President of the Foreign Policy Association of New 
York, was asked by certain influential Jewish organisations in 
America in the summer of this year to undertake an investigation 
into the real conditions in Germany. The Council has decided to 
invite the following States to send representatives to serve on the 
Gioverning Body to deal with the refugee problem: ‘The United 
hingdom, the Netherlands, France, Poland, Czechoslovakia, Denmark. 
ltaly, Spain, Sweden, the United States, Argentina, Brazil and 
Uruguay. ‘The Secretary-General of the League has been informed 
by the American Secretary of State, Mr. Hull, that his Government 
ugrees to be represented. The communication, Which is in a 
markedly warm tone. runs:

UNITED STATES. 


Warrant Out for Nazi Leader. 


Widespread Disgust at German Propaganda. 


A warrant has been issued by the Federal Court for the arrest 
of Heinz Spanknoebel, the Nazi agitator from Germany, who has 
been conducting an anti-Semitic campaign in the United States. 
The grounds are that he represented himself as an agent of the 
German Government without being a diplomatic representative or 
consular officer, and without notifying the State Department of his 
actions. This vigorous step is paralleled by others in a number 
of places, and indicates that public feeling is reacting strongly 
to Nazi propaganda. The Chief of Police of Elizabeth, 
New Jersey, for example, bas banned all Nazi ineetings 


and the distribution of Nazi _ literature. A delegation of 
the Jewish People's Committee of Pittsburch has called on the 
German Vice-Consul and informed bim that he would be held 
personally responsible for any Nazi propaganda in Pittsburgh. 
They also protested to the responsible authorities against the 
use of the N.BR.A. “salute,” which they claimed was an almost 
exact replica of the Nazi greeting, and which, it was alleged, was 
heing taught to children in Pittsburgh schools. In answer, ib was 
stated that no programme existed for teaching children any kind 
of salute, but that some speaker, in explaining the recovery 
programme, might have introduced the salute in n moment of 
patriotic fervour. Ht is reported that the investigation by the 
fmmigration Committee into the whole question of Nazi activity is 
to open in Washington on November 14th. 

A striking instance of non-Jewish sympathy and solidarity at 
the present juncture comes from California, where Lhe members of a 
Christian congregation were recently requested by their minister, the 
Rev. Walter John Sherman, to fast for one Sunday as penitence for 
the crimes of Hitlerism against the Jews in Germany, and as a pro- 
test against “the unspeakable persecutions.” . For that purpose he 
designated the church service “A Christian Day of Atonement fo: 
Crimes Against Jews.

The Tragedy of Sonia Rosenzwaig. 


A Police Officer's Blunder. 


From our Corresnondent PARIS. | 

The tragedy of Sonia Rosenzwaig is the tragedy of the Jewish 
child in these times. Children are more sensitive than their elders, 
und they stand utterly unprotected against the licence of a brutalised 
world. The case of Sonia Rosenzwaig is a pitiful example of their 
fate. It has greatly roused public opinion here, and it is sure to 
lind an echo abroad. 

\ little girl has been driven to suicide by the threats of an anti- 
Semitic brute and the complacency of a responsible police agent. 
‘The attitude of the police officer is, in the ignominious circum. 
stances of the case, a very grave matter.. Will the competent 
authorities draw the necessary inferences or not? This is a ques- 
tion with which the public opinion is now most vividly concerned. 

Sonia's mother is a poor widow of Polish origin who has also 
lost five children. Of the remaining five. two are married in Paris, 
and a girl of twelve is ill'in a hospital, Sonia, aged thirteen, and 
the youngest boy, aged seven, lived will the mother im a little twe- 


yoomed flat. An ablé girl, Sonia was nevertheless compelled to 


leave school in order to earn something for the family, and she was 
working, with a special permit for minors, in a factory near by. On 
ihe day of the tragedy, the mother went after lunch to visit her 
married daughter. Sonia, who was busy in the home, sent her 
little brother to a shoemaker to fetch a pair of shoes that had been 
left for repair the day before. 

The shoemaker's stall is part of a little wine-shop, where the 
shoemaker often chats with the proprretor. When the youngster 
entered the little bar, he became at once a target for ridicule on 
account of his poor French, “Who are you: what country do you 
come from: why aren't you at school?” demanded the shopkeeper, 
Thiolas. The terrified boy remained dumb, “So, you can't even 
answer? You are probably a dirty litthe Jew! Let's see!’ The bar- 
man's wife grabbed the child and started to drag off its clothes. The 
youngster screamed and struggled, so the barman himself replaced 
her to the merriment of the few clients who were present. At this 
stage of the affair, Sonia, disquieted by the too-long absence of the 
boy, entered the shop and saw the abominable scene. 


Sonia's “ Grave Offence.” 


Herself only a child, she shouted at the barman in a fury: 
* Salle cochon! (dirty swine!) Thereupon the brute thrust himself 


into the pose of indignation. How dared she, the little Jewess, | 


insult him! He firmly grasped the little girl by the wrist and 
dragged her to the police-station, followed by two “ witnesses.” 
Here the matter takes a turn which surpasses the significance of 
individual brutality. 

What was it the police inspector's duty to do? Who was in 
need of protection—-the three men or the little girl? Had he not 
to give first a fair and. kindly hearing to the child? Had she stoleu 
or done something immoral? No, she had merely insulted a French 
citizen. But if a child insults an adult, there must be something 
behind it. Did the police officer trouble to inquire ? 

These questions apparently did not seem of great moment to 
him. Sonia stammered her arguments in poor French, while the 
three Frenchmen thundered forth their indignation at the girl's 


audacity. The case was clear; an impertinent little foreign Jewess 


had offended a Frenchman. That was enough for the officer.

as the quasi-political or semi-political questions that had to be 
considered in connection with the practical purpose of the Confer 
ence. That was to say, the nature of the machinery that will have to 
be set up with a view to carrying out the recommendations adopted 
by the Conference. Various proposals had been made but it was 
too premature to give the exact form the machinery would assume. 
Another matter that the Bureau was considering was the question 
of co-operation of all Jewish organisations with the Governing Bod) 
that has been set up under the auspices of the League of Nations 
for looking after German refugees. Specific proposals would have 
to be made to the High Commissioner as regards the organisations 
or communities that should be invited to send representatives to 
the Governing Body to act in an advisory capacity. The Bureay 
was striving to make sure that there should in future be a continus 
tion of communication between the various organisations that were 
represented at the Conference. The economic side of the Conference 
was occupying by far the majority of the delegates. They had 
been formed into Committees. Four of the five Committees had 
drawn up reports which would first have to be examined by the 
Bureau before they could be given tothe public. ‘There was a specia! 
Committee dealing with the question of Palestine. At the presen! 
moment, there was a joint meeting of all delegates for the purpose 
of dealing with some of the specific proposals of the Committees. 


CONCLUDING SESSION. 


The Conference concluded with a plenary public session ov 
Wednesday night, 
General Resolutions. 

Mr. J. LAskt, who presided, 
following Resolutions had been passed: 

“This Conference, representing dewish Associations and Communities tn al! 
parts of the world which are concerned with the problem of the Jewish refugees 
trom Germany, pledges the Communities and Associations which it represents 
to collaborate with the Hivh Commissioner for the refugees from Germanys. 
appointed by the League of Nations. , 

“This Conference of Representatives of Jewish Communities in all parts @! 
the world records its belief that among the countries to which Jewish refugees 
from Germany can look for the opportunity of permanent settlement ani 
absorption, Palestine occupies a pre-eminent position. 

‘* The Conference regrets the distressing events that have recently marre:! 
ihe peace of Palestine and the Joss of life and injury ensuing therefrom. ‘The 
Conference notes the statement of the Colonial Secretary, and expresses tlic 
belief that it will be in the itoterests of Jews and Arabs if the remarkabic 
progress now being made in Palestine will continue in the fuatare. ‘The 
(‘onference hopes that the Mandatory Power will do evervthing possibie tu 
enable the largest possible number of Jews from Germany to settle in Palestine 

* This Couference expresses its admiration for the courage with which tho 
CGerman-Jewish Community has faced the ordeal to which it has been subjected 
and for the work its organisations have accomplished under such trying circum 
stances. 

Mr. ©. EE. DAVIGDOR-GOLDPSMIP said that they could congratulate 
themselves on the vatuable resnits of the pooling of brains and ideas at 
the Conference. The experience gained by the strenuous efforts made 
in every country in the cause of German Jewry during the last 
months by the various Committees and Organisations, had combined 
to produce practical aud constructive proposals. Continuing. he said: 
““Iit has been felt, that this valuable centralisation of advice and ideas 
should be continued in a permanent form. It has been agreed that » 
Central Advisory Council for relief and reconstruction shall be formed 
with an Executive Committee. Also a Liaison Office between various 
Jewish Organisations with advisory duties is to be established. Agrec 
ments have been reached between the various Delegates to maintaiu 
the valuable co-operation achieved at the Conference. There has been 
a striking unanimity between the recommendation of the different expert 
Committees as to the reconstractive measures to be taken: so that the 
outlines of a plan for dealing with the problem as a whole has been 
formulated. 

**We are agreed that German Jewry must be aided materially in 
carrying on their organised life and helped to re-establish themselves 
under the new conditions now prevailing. It is commonly accepted that 
further emigration ftom Germany will take place. Under the present 
worid conditions there are considerable difficulties in finding opportunities 
for permanent immigration. For the time being Palestine offers the 
greatest facilities and the greatest prospects for immigration and, there. 
fore, planus for absorption of German-Jewish emigrants in that country 
have been worked out and accepted by the Conference. 

*" For other countries we hope that with the aid of the High Com. 
missioner and our own Organisations openings for permanent work will be 
found. A Commission for the purpose of further investigation into possi- 
bilities has been established by the Conference. We consider it manifestly 
desirable that the outward flow from Germany shall be regulated.as far as 
possible. Plans have been agreed on the following important aspects of the - 
problem: All Special Committees emphasise the necessity for providing 
re-training facilities both for those who wish to create a new life for them- 
selves in Germany, aud for those who wish to emigrate. The machinery 
for this has been suggested and it is anticipated that this will constitute 
one of the greatest flelds of activity which lies before us. 

“ The work of the Relief Committees, whose first business it has been 
to succour those who have fled from these intolerable conditions, must 
now be extended so that they will devote themselves much more to place- 
ment work, to vocational training and to emigration. Those who have 
been most a-sociated with this work during the last few mouths know how 
frequently German Jews with limited resources of their own require help 
and advice to re-establish themselves in other countries. Special Business 
Men’s Committees, it has been decided, shall be established in the various 
Centres to guide and help them. 

‘* In order to deal with the urgent task that awaits us we all realise 
very clearly that the greatest need is for the collection of the largest 
possible sum, but once the money is collected we now have the machinery 
to avoid overlapping and waste and to concentrate on the essential work, 
and if the proposals of the Advisory Commission are adopted a very 
valuable degree of unity will be achieved. 

‘This Confereuce cau claim that it has given a lead to all the bodies 
associated in this work. When these constructive proposals are put into 
effect tens of thousands of our fellew-Jews will be aided to re-establish 
themselves under new conditions both in Germany and abroad.”

What is “ Kasher” Food? 


UNSUCCESSFUL CLAIM AGAINST RESTAURANT. 

-At the West Loaden County Court last week, Mr. David Glass. af 
tioyal Parade, Fulham Cross, claimed the return ot £5 paid to Messrs. 
ftyman ‘.ouis Kahn (trading a: the Palace Kasher Restaurant, Moor 
St eet, W.C,) as a deposit on a citering order. Defendant counter-claimed 
for £10 loss of profits. Mr. Harold Lightman, for plaintiff, said that Mr. 
Giass, an Orthodox Jew, contemplated marriage, and arranged for a 
wedding feast at defendant's restaurant, beheving it to bo strictly kasher. 
ater he was led to believe that the restauraxt was not strictly kaxher, 
and he cancelled the contract and demanded back his £5 deposit. 
Mr. Glass to Judge Hargreaves: *' It is not possible for a restaurant to be 
stvictly Kasher without a licence from the Beth Din, and defendants had 
no licence. They guaranteed me a perfect Jewish feast. I got married and 
had a very good wedding feast at another restaurant.'' Dayan Lazarus 
told the Judge that the word Kasher meant * fit aod proper for Jewish 
use in accordance with Jewish laws and traditions. The Beth Din is the 
Chief Rabbi's Court, which issues the licences and appoints supervision. 
Defendant's restaurant had no licence. but that might not mean that th: 
tood was not Kasher."" Judge Hargreaves, observing that it had not been 
proved that the vestaurant was not in fact a kasher restaurant, gave judg- 
ment for defendants on Mr. Glass's claim and judgment in favour of Mr, 
Glass on the counterclaim. 


Federation of Jewish Relief Organisations. 
THE NEED FOR CLOTHING IN. POLAND. 

The new activity undertaken by the Federation for sending cast-off 
clothing parcels to individuals in Poland, duty free, has been received 
with great satisfaction by all who have relatives in that country. The 
need for such a service has been felt for some time, as parcels sent 
throagh the Post Office have been returned to the senders on account of 
the high duties demanded. The service has also cansed the utmost 
gratification in Poland, and numerous letters are being received urging 
that all available clothing be forwarded without delay. in view of the 
terrible destitution now existing and the near approach of winter. The 
concession to the Federation has been gravted in respect of 500 parcels 
only, which must reach Poland by the end of December. Parcels received 
after the exhaustion of this quota will be retained for forwarding in the 
1934 allocation. Early application is necessary to ensure inclusion of @ 
parcel in the 500 allowed for this year. To facilitate despatch, the 


Federation have arranged for all parcels to be collected from the houses 
of the senders, both in London and the Provinces.

The condition of 
some of the Kast Knd houses, where large numbers of our people are 
compelled to reside, is appalling, and, therefore, it is essential that the 
Jewish Community should give its whole-hearted support to any move 
ment having for its aim the removal of such property. In a broadcast dis. 
cussion on slum clearance, Sir Hilton Young, Minister of Heaith, said that 
the Government were planning to clear the slams in five years, but the 
battle was only beginning. The local authorities had on the whole taken 
the matter up in an energetic and public-spirited way. Estimating the 
whole programme on the returns received, which covered some three. 
quarters of the whole population, the local authorities’ reply to the Govern. 
ment call for action was a programme for clearing away more than 
200,000 houses, and re-housing more than 1,000,000 people in five years 
That would be a very big effort, but it would employ some 80,000 people 
inthe buildingand related trades. He had every confidence tn the loca! 
authorities’ ability and determination to carry out the programmes whict 
they had set themselves. In reply to questions put to him, the Ministec: 
of Health said that slum clearance was a matter not for private enterprise 
but for the local authorities. What vad hindered the building of smal! 
houses by private enterprise in the past had been the general competition 
of subsidised houses. Now that that general competition had stopped, 
private enterprise was building houses at the rate of 140,000 a year, an 
the great majority of those houses were for wage-varners. The Buildiny 
Societ es did not provide honses, but money, and he expected that in 
course of time the facillties which they could provide under the guarantee 
scheme would prove a usefal help. GLocal authorities had already sen! 
him proposals for giving guarantees for houses up to a maximum of 12,000... 
The Government were taking the most effective means to get small houses 
for the wage-earners built as quickly as possible.

LONDON JEWRY'S POOR SUPPORT. 

The position of the Jewish actor victims of Hitlerist barbarism 
is possibly more difficult and hopeless than that of any other of the 
various professionals who have 
been driven from following 
their occupations. Years of 
training would scarcely suffice 
ie, familiarise the refugee stage 
player with another language, 
so that he could really attain 
to greatness in the theatre of a 
strange land. For this reason, 
one would have thought that 
London Jewry would, from 
sheer charitableness, have gone 
out of its way to make sure 
that good attendances supported 
the season at the Duke of York's. 
i'nfortunately, Herr E bels- 
bachers company has nol 
played to the crowded houses 
they deserved, and the discredil 
thus falling upon London Jewry 
is in no way set off by the magnificent and large-hearted help which 
one outstanding personality, by his unobtrusive and unsparing 
assistance. has rendered to these Jewish artists in their hour of 
sorrow. 

When last I wrote of these artisis, L tried to point out the 
excellent value for monty their performance offered, how it was 
worth much more than the seat prices to behold such superb acting. 
After seeing them perform “ Magda,’ my opinion of them is, if 
possible, higher. The play was well chosen, for it pictures with 
perfect faithfulness a type and a condition in family-life unknown 
outside Germany, and, moreover, closely connected in spirit with 
the peculiar fact that Germany before 1914 and now once again 
represents the recalcitrant and unamenable factor in the European 
concert of nations. Old Colonel Schwartze, brilliantly played by 
Arnold Marle, typifies the Prussian bully, intolerant, overbearing, 
soaked with conceit and ready without hesitation to prostitute every 
decent feeling in others if he cannot command by sheer brute force. 
He bullies, he whines, be threatens and shouts and intrigues ; any 
thing to dominate and to feed his insatiable conceit on the contempla. 
tion of his own unthwartable will. 

Lydia Busch gave a beautiful version of Magda, the daughter 
who had dared to go aut into the world beyond the dominance of 
her old father, and had dared to live a life independent of papa’s 
gracious approval. | could not help remembering that in Germany 
the final collapse of the old bullying Colonel is regarded as tragic. 
Personally, [ am relieved to see the end of the old curmudgeon. 
Lotte Jiiger presented Marie, Magda’s young sister, as a sweet. 
spineless, affectionate creature, ready to waste her unselfishness on 
some arrogant specimen who would duly wax into a second 
Colonel Schwarize: Yes, the pliant “ Frau” is not without blame in 
producing the Prussian bully. Fritz Melchior, Wolfgang Heinz and 
Lilly Freud-Marle gave perfect versions of characters who, when pre- 
sented by such artists, appear as persons with not only individualities 
but with separate and definite contemporary problems. Each one in 
this brilliant company, however small the part, contrives at every 
step of development in the story to show a whole and separate 
individual reaction. We see real human beings passing through 
the process of life-—could there be higher praise ” 

In a couple of months or so, this company, it is planned, will pay a 
visit to the principal Provincial Jewish centres. Let us hope the 
Provinces give an example to London in the true Jewish spirit of 
appreciation and sympathy. 

THE WIND AND THE RAIN (St. Martin's). 

Mr. Merton Hodge has written one of those quietly charming 
comedies that from time to time bring the stage back from the 
senring sweep of hectic action and the tense discussion of insoluble 
problems to a gentle and refreshing contemplation of the humour 
and emotion of ordinary work-a-day folk. The picture he presents 
of life among medical students at a Scottish University seems 
to me to bear the stamp of truth, and moreover of truth 
observed by a generous and widely sympathetic eye. . Great care and 
restraint have been employed in the building of his two main 
characters. The same qualities have guided their performance, so 
that Celia Johnson and Robert Harris present us with a sincere and 
utterly believable couple of young lovers. Mackenzie Ward is very 
entertaining as an inveterate “clown in private life,” hopelessly 
un-serious, but excellent company in the doses prescribed by the 
playwright, while Ivan Brandt and George de Warfaz sketch 
soundjy their respective characters, marking with pleasant contrast 
the essential difference of their races. I cannot imagine anyone to 
whom this comedy will not appeal ; for, with all its simplicity, it is

WHAT HAPPENED THEN (Garrick). 

A week or two ago, I saw this ingenious play at the Fortune, and I 
was pleased to meet it again further West. Although employing that 
favourite item of drama, a law court, the decision of that august body in a 
murder trial is only a beginning of the trouble. The fixing of guilt for the 
crime is effectively embarrassed, and false scents are strewn with con- 
summate skill. The cast, which includes Francis Sullivan, Ivy Tesmand, 
Violet Vanburgh, Richard Bird and George Elton, move very efficiently in 
a production that keeps suspense and uncertainty in lively activity te the 
very end,

(Continued from page 8&4), 
The Sacred Flame (Thalian Repertory Players). 

Qn Saturday evening, at the Mapesbury Hall, Willesden Lanc, 
the Thalian Repertory Players gave a performance of Somerset 
Maugham's “The Sacred Fiame.” The proceeds were devoted to the 
Willesden General Hospital. The players, in order of programme, were 
ivor Berger, John Harris, Helen Misener, Amy Gilbert, Doris Koss, 
Norman tiamber, Naucy Braham and Aibert B. Berger. Mr. Leonard 
Courtenay prodaced aud Mr. Bernard Civval stage-managed. I have 
come to the conclusion that it is quite ont of place publicly te 
criticise amateur stage performances. One has only to remember the 
vast amount of work which these excellent people give to their shows, 
the worry and of; » expense incurred, to appreciate how ungracious it is 
to point to the iuperfections, On the other hand, it is a gross disservice 
to lard them with praise and thus to arrest their very promising develop- 
ment. Again, individual praise amounts to backhanded disparaegment, 
and never are comparisons so suspect and odious as among amatenu: 
players. ‘This particular company had excellences and grave faults. 
They were remakably word perfect. But constructive criticism should 
be given privately, and I heartily endorse the suggestion made, I believe, 
by Mr. Ivor Brown, that amateurs who are really keen on their work 
should arrange for a critic to attend a private gathe: ing of their members 
and to read them his considered and detailed jadgment. Suffice it here 
to congratulate the Thalians and to refy on their good sense to appreciate 
the advice of one of the leading authorities of to-day in the matter of 
criticism. 

THE JAZZ SINGER (Pavilion). 

Mr. N. Blumenthal has continued the series of operettas which 
have been giving so much enjoyment to Jewish playgoers at Mile 
End by presenting Mr. Michaelesko in “ The Jazz Singer,” by F'reiman. 
In this, as in most of the musical pieces that emanate from Second 
Avenue, life in Eastern Europe is contrasted with life in America, 
but in the present case the usual order of scenes is reversed, 
the first one being in New York and the succeeding ones in “ Europe.” 
A. Olshanetsky has provided some interesting and tuneful music. 
He is as successful in his treatment of jazz rhythms as he ts in his 
interpretation of Jewish Traditional music.. The singing by the 
Rabbi and his sons of the nigun recalled from their choir days was 
delightful, and, with the many other high-lights of the operetta, 
more than made up for the weakness of the production and the 
crudities of the chorus. Mr. Michaclesko was given a good oppor- 
tunity by the title-réle to show what a fine artist and how remarkably 
versatile he is. His Viddish-speaking coon ‘brought down the house 
Miss Betty Simenov sang beautifully; and the Misses G. Plavina, 
M. Segal and M. Weiland played very effectively. Mr, A, Rosenthal 
was a most impressive Rabbi, and Mr. W. Silberberg and Mr. I). 
Segal were é¢wo dutiful sons. <A glorious caricature of a Shammas, 
given by Mr. M. Zelniker, added vastly to the fun of the evening. 


MUSIC. 
Gieseking and the B.B.C. 


After demonstrating his. sympathetic understanding of the 
moderns such as Hindemith and Strauss at the Royal Philharmonik 
Society's concert last week, Gieseking showed at the B.B.C, 
concert on Wednesday cvening that his heart is just as much in 
performance of the classics. Mozart's last pianoforte concerto 
is written in a quiet mood throughout, and not even in the last 
movement does he do more than dance in a grave, restrained 
nranner. Gieseking did not once disturb the mood by the intrusion 
of unnecessary violence ovr hurry. His was perfect playing of «a 
perfect little work. ‘The evening had opened with Johann Christian 
jach’s Sinfonia in VD for dioubie orchestra, a cheerful and simple 
item in three movements characteristic of its time, and after the 
concerto before the interval Strauss rudely disturbed the unsophisti- 
cated, old-world atmosphere with his ~ Till Eulenspiegel.” In thes, 
as in Beethoven's Seventh Symphony, which concluded the pro. 
gramme, Adrian Boult made no attempt to present -something 
“ different,” but devoted himself to giving us Old familiar things im 
their very best. guise. Since he excels at that, the result was in 
both cases satisfying and we found onrselves delightfully free from 
the irritation that some conductors set out to provoke. 


A Pianist of Promise. 

I ain not sure whether Israel Hoffman was giving his very first 
public recital in London on ‘luesday evening. It was certainly his 
first for a long time. In any case, the occasion was memorable ; for 
Hoffmann is unquestionably a pianist with a fine future, provided 
he goes on as he has ‘started, His programme was excellently 
chosen, ou a. big scale, with plenty of variety yet no attempt to 
titillate the public into applause. His performance was big to 
meet his programme, and in the Beethoven 109th, which was the most 
important and also the most difficult item, he rose to the task 
magnificently. Inthe Prestissimo movement, as also in a Chopin 
group later on, he betrayed a tendency toturn a rocking into a jerky 
rhythm, but the statement of the theme in the Andante movement 
was, in my judgment, taken at a perfect. finely sustained tempo. 
The long crescendo leading to the climax in the last variation was 
another high spot in the sonata, and since his treatment of the sonata 
asa whole was finely evocative in its interpretation the minor details 
of criticism can willingly and justifiably be omitted. If one did 
whisper “ Schnabel” occasionally—well, Hoffman has chosen a noble 
model,and his performance was by nomeans purely imitative. His best 
work was done in the Schubert Posthumous sonata, a comparatively 
rarely played yet very delightful sonata which Hoffman evidently 
thoroughly enjoyed playing, and which was thoroughly enjoyable to 
listen to. Of the Chopin group the 15th Prelude from op. 28 has to 
be singled out for the pianist’s brilliant handling of the per- 
sistent chords which are its chief feature. As for the Polonaise 
in F Sharp Minor, the rhythmic perfection of the reiterated tonic- 
dominant figure would have atoned for anything that might have 

~called for condemnation in the rest of the work had there been 
anything tocondemn. Hoffman has not only a brilliant technique, 


“and a tone rather hard but not too much so, but also a gift for large- 


scale, spacious and unified performance, based on a big conception 


‘of the pianoforte art. His is promise in which already there is far 


more than the germ of fulfilment. | #.C.8, 
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The World's Greatest Tenor. 


Beniamino Gigh’s appearance at the Albert Hall on Tuesday 
confirmed the impression he made at his spring recital that he is 
far and away the world’s greatest tenor. It is not so much thc 
superb quality of his voice, flawless though it is, as his complete 
command over it and, perhaps even more important, his judgment 
in the use of it. Gigli’s is a voice of such power that he need on) 
murmur and he is heard with the greatest ease anywhere in the 
Albert Hall. Cestis “~Intorno all’ idol mio" was an exquisite 
example of this. His voice is rich without being treacly, smooth 
without monotony, and pure without sounding mechanical. His 
control of it isso perfect that it appears non-existent. Brain and 
voice are one, there is such complete mastery. The whole evening 
we had singing that was effortiess yet thrilling. His judgment was 
only once at fault, and that was in “ Plaisir d'Amour” when hc 
nided grace notes to the coda. This song drew an enthralled 
“ Bello, bello, bello!” from a compatriot in the audience, though i! 
was only the second item in the programme. Enthusiasm mounted 
up as favourite followed favourite. “© Paradiso,” “On Wings of 
Song.” “La Donna é Mobile,” the Dream Song from “ Manon.” 
“Vesti la Giubba,” “Mattinata,”” “M'Appari tutt’ amor” from 
Marta,” E lucevan le stelle ""—they were all there. Yet brilliant 
as these performances were, surely the best thing of the evening 
was another old favourite, Gluck's “ © del mio dolce ardor." Never 
have I heard this sung with such perfection of grace, such delicacy 
of fecling and beauty of phrasing. Lovely as the song always is, 
this was, indeed, a transformation. . P.G.S.

CHOOSE a thick piece of beef and, if necessary, tic it into shape. 

Peel and slice the onion thinly; dice the carrots; trim and quarter 
the cabbage, and tie it together again with a piece of tape. 

Melt the dripping in a stewpan:; then quickly fry the beef a golden 
brown on both sides, after which lift it out and put on one side. Add the 
onion, and fry a light yellow. Stir in the flour and continue frying untila 
golden brown: then pour in the stock and stir till boiling. Season with 
salt and pepper, bay leaf and cloves. Add the carrot and lay in the beet 
and cabbage. Cover the pan tightly and simmer very gently for two-and- 
a-half hours. Then‘place the beef on a large hot dish. Skim off the fat 
from the gravy: season if necessary and strain over the meat.. Garnish 
with qoarters of cabbage and heaps of the carrot dice and onion rings,

and add sufficient water to three-patts cover the contents of the sauce 
pan, Cover closely and simmer gently for two hours.

Root vegetables, such as carrots, turnips, 
parsnips and artichokes should be cut into dice; potatoes should be cut 
inte thick slices, as they cook rather nore quickly than the other root 
vegetables. Cut tomatoes in quarters and celery in rings 
onions, and add a few sprouts or shredded cabbage. .
